COLONIZATION 
IN KOREA, 





‘Tus telegram which we pub- 
lished yesterday from our Tokio 
correspondent with referonce to the 
subsidizing of the Oriental Coloni- 
zation Company marks an important 
step in the development of Korea 
under Japanese rule. By the 
terms of the amended Bill which is 
now before the Diet, Japan would 
pay to the Company for a period 
of eight years a subsidy of 
Y¥.300,000 ; and “as a practical 
assurance of Japan’s protectorate 
over the operations of the Com- 
pany,” it is expected that the Bill 
is certain to be passed. Side by 
side with this measure we are 
informed of the intended issue 
of debentures to the amount of 
‘Y.10,000,000, which is to be devoted 
to banking and marine enterprise, 
mining and manufactaring indus 
tries, All the greater interest 
attaches to these schemes becanse 
we were definitely informed less 
than ton days ago that there was 
no probability of the Bill’s being 
introduced during the present 
session of the Diet on account of 
Prince Ito’s objection to its details. 
Prince Ito holds decided views as 
to the lines on which Korean devel- 
‘opment should be pursued ; and it 
may be suspected that the negotia- 
tions between himself and Marquis 
Katsura, who has taken the Coloni- 
zation Company under his wing, 
should be worth reading. But 
while we can only speculate as to 
the arguments which have induced 
Prince Ito to change his opinions, 
we may see some explanation at 
= least of the Government's attitude 
towards the Company in the recent 
understanding arrived at with 
Canada and America touching the 
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emigration question. It will be re- 
membered that in the note addressed 
by Count Hayashi to Mr. Lemienx, 
the Canadian Commissioner, men- 
tion was made of the necessity felt 
by the Japanese Government for 
turning the surplas population of 
the country towards Korea. With 
that necessity in view the assurance 
recently given that emigration 
would be checked in other directions 
may well have weighed with the 
Government in inducing them to 
take a favourable view of the 


Company's proposals with regard to 
Korea. 


Details of the Company’s plans 
have been given already in these 
columns and need not be more than 
briefly recapitulated. On its first) 
publication more than three years 
ago, tho scheme, which was designed 
to acquire all the waste lands of 
Korea for exploitation by Japanese 
settlers, raised such a storm of 
opposition in that country that it was 
withdrawn. Or rather, it was held 
in abeyance ; for the now scheme 
apparently differs little from the old 
except in so far as its provisions are 
more ambitious. Of the total area 
of Korea it is calculated that only 
84 per cent is now in cultivation, 
and that of the remainder 15 per 
cent should yield remuneration un- 
der proper treatment. Japanese 
tenants are to be settled on small 
holdings, of which it is intended 
that the occupants shall eventually 
become full proprietors; and 
Korean agriculture as a whole is to 
be furthered by the instruction and 
assistance which the Colonization 
Company will give in improved 
methods of cultivation and an 
irrigation system. By such 
means it is anticipated that 
Korea will produce additional 
crops of the annual value of 
Y160,000,000. Among the sub- 
sidiary enterprises connected with 
the Bill now before the Diet, the 
project for a Land Bank, an in- 
evitable and indeed desirable ad- 
junct of all systems of agricultural 
development, was foreshadowed 
from the beginning. Further than 
this the Company’s proposal: /to 
take over the mining industry of 
Korea, or st least to acquire a 
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portion of it, may be regarded as 
the nataral sequence of Japan's 
policy as outlined last August. 
Under the old régime the mines 
belonged to the Emperor of Korea, 
who devoted the proceeds of an 
undoubtedly rich property to his 
private uses under the denomina- 
tion of Household Department. In 
the reorganization of Korean 
Finances following upon the de- 
position of the old Emperor, the 
mines were transferred to the 
Department of Agriculture and 
Commerce. At that time it was 
distinctly stated that Japan had no 
intention of exploiting the mines 
herself, but would encourage 
private Japanese firms to co- 
operate frankly with foreign cap- 
italists in the furtherance of this 
part of the country’s resources. 
lt remains to notice the marino 
and manufacturing industries con- 
templated by the Colonization 
Company. Such undertakings do 
not accord exactly with the 
ideas suggested by the Com- 
pany’s name. But they may 
be regarded as a logitimute comple- 
ment of its operations in view of 
the unusual circumstances attendant 
upon the expansion of Korea, 
Taken as a whole, the Oriental 
Colonization Company can only be 
accepted as a natural outcome and 
connterpart of the principles on 
which Japan has been openly work- 
ing in Korea daring the last eight 
months. To protest that those 
principles involve Korea’s japaniza~ 
tion may be comprehensible , on 
grounds of sentiment, which is 
saddened by the sight of the dis- 
appearance of an ancient and semi- 
independent polity. But the protest 
cannot logically be enforced by any 
more vigorous means. Hitherto 
we have seen only the bureaucratic 
reorganization of Korea; and if we 
may believe the assertion that of « 
the Y.50,000,000 paid in annual 
taxation by Koreans in the olden 
days, Y.20,000,000 was filched 
during the transit from taxpayers to 
‘Treasury, that reorganization has 
not come a day too soon. It is 
impossible, however, in any system 
but that of the socialistic Utopia, 
fora uresnataéy-torombark upon 
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commercial or industrial adventut 
and hence we may trace the cor 
ception of the Oriental Colonization 
Company. It may be argued 
that the duties of a Protect- 
ing State are limited by the 
opportenities it affords for native 
ancement ; that, content with 
introducing fair government, Japan 
should then have allowed the 
Koreans to control the individual 
management of their own land. 
Apart from the small assurance offer- 
ed that the Koreans were prepared to 
a such an interpretation of 
Japan's duty towards them, such 
an argument demands an abnormal 
amount of philanthropy on the part 
of the supreme Power ; especially 
when we remember that Korea 
offers the one natural outlet for the 
overflow of population from Japan. 
What the Oriental Colonization 
Company has to guard against, and 
that with extreme caution, i: 
no native occupant of the soil is 
exposed to suffering under its opera- 
tions. The position which the Com- 
y will acquire by its subsidy i 
virtually that of a Chartered Com- 
pasy and such institutions are not 
proof against criticism either in 
principle or practice. There is 
this difference between Marquis 
Kateura’s Company and the or- 
dinary Chartered Company, that 
the colonizers of Korea will be 
charged with no administrative 
fonotions. At the same time they 
will o¢cupy a large place between 
the stpreme Power and the original 
owners of the country ; and it is as 
much their interest as their duty 
to see that there is no continaance 
of the bitter complaints which have 
boon heard of the cruelty and 
oppression of individual Japanese. 
ja the side of the Japanese Gor- 
ernment, the protectorate to be ex- 
erdised over the Colonization Com- 
pany will afford an opportunity of 
‘ensuring those sympathetic methods 
of development by which alone the 
Koreans can be brought to acquiesce 
in the inevitable: we may believe 
that Japan has too much wisdom 
to neglect it.

Tux Municipal Report for the 
year 1907 was issued on Saturday 
afternoon, and as usual merits the 
careful perusal of all who are in- 
terested in the public affairs of the 
Settlement. This year the form 
of the Report bas been changed, 
and in the place of the compact] 
octavo volume we have a White 
Book of some 300 pages of the 
size of the Municipal Gazette that 
now makes its appearance weekly 
asa Supplement to “The North- 
China Daily News.” Of the new 
form it may certainly be said that 
it accords better with administrative 
publications the world over and 
allows more scope for illustrations, 
which in time become a useful 
reoordof the rapid growth of Shang- 
bai. A letter in another column 
calls attention to the provision in 
the Land Regulations that the 
Financial Statement should be 
published ton days before the 
Annual — Meetin, and as a 
matter of principle it is advisable 
that as long an interval as 
possible should elapse between the 
two events; but to those who 
may be inclined not unjustly 
to consider a week too short it may 
be pointed out that the fuller 
Minutes now published by the 
Council anticipate to a large extent 
the contents of this Annual Sum-' 
mary. The average reader who 
has followed the Municipal records 
for the past year need not despair, 
therefore, of being able to master 
the contents of the Report by next’ 
Friday. It would bo well, how- 
ever, if the time for handing in 
Resolutions for discussion on Friday’ 
next were extended at least 24) 
hours to Tuesday at 4 p.m. as 
it is conceivable that Ratepayers| 
may wish to: submit motions) 
arising directly out of the Re- 
port. There is, however, .one 
defect which would seem to have 
remained unchallenged all these 
years, even as the anomaly of not 
publishing the annual Budget in 
the Press was allowed to 
without comment until the innova- 
tion af this year. We refer to the 
absence of comparative tables in 
the financial statement. On. page 
261 2 comparative statement is 
given for the main headings ; bat 
it would simplify reference, if the: 
corresponding figures of the Esti- 
mates and for the previous year 
were set in parallel columns against 
each item of Revenue and Ex- 
penditure. As the Financial state- 
‘ment is now published, although 
it is possible to see which Depart 








ments have exceeded or kept within 
their Estimates, it becomes ne- 
cessary to refer to the Report for 
the preceding year to learn where 
additional expenditure has been 
incurred or a saving effected.

Statement, we find that on ordinary 
Revenue and Expenditure there is 
asurplus of Tis. 372,393.46. Re- 
ceiptsamounted toTls. 1,983,431.83 
or Tis. 30,126.83 above the esti- 
mated amount, while payments 
were made to the sum of Tis. 
1,611,038.37 or Ts. 66,753.37 in 
excess of the Estimates. The in- 
crease in revenue was due to 
enhanced proceeds of taxes amount- 
ing in the case of the Native 
House tax to Tis. 24,282, but 
+ gainst this had to be sot off a de- 
crease of Tis. 20,642 in Wharfage 
dues. In regard to expenditure the 
Police and Public Works Depart 
ments economized to the amount of 
Tis. 23,190 and Tis. 14,593 res- 
pectively, but all other Depart- 
ments show an excess over esti- 
mated expenditare, the most notable 
increases being Stocks and Stores 
‘Tis. 33,026 (of which Tis. 22,000 
were expended on Road Materials) ; 
Seoretariat, Tis. 21,128 ; General 
Charges, Tis. 20,976 (of which Tis. 
19,000 were spent on Rice-Money) 
and Health Department, Tls. 18,418 
(Tis. 5,000 were given to the Shan- 
tung Road Hospital, while receipts 
from the Victoria Nursing Home 
were Tis. 3,000 less than the es- 
timated can, In the time at 
our disposal it is not possible to 
examine critically each item in the 
Financial Statement, but for pur- 
poses of generalization it may be 
said that such increases as are 
recorded are for the most part in- 
separable from the growing require- 
ments of the Settlement.

ams ere appeared reason to believe 
that they were about to receive 
the formal sanction of the Throne, 
and it was decided that in spite of

problem. No farther steps, how- 
ever, were taken in the matter, 
until six months later when 
Magistrate Kuan was instructed 
by Viceroy Tuan Fang to explain 
the meaning of the term “ estab- 
lished practice,” in order that the 
Waiwapu might understand the 





before consenting to its recognition 
under the new Regulations. A 
useful codification of existing pro- 
cedure in the Mixed Court was 
thereupon drawn up by Mr. Kuan, 
and the publication of the docu- 
ment in the Chinese Press con- 
stitutes practically the only step 
taken during the year towards an 
improvement in the present inde- 
terminate condition of things. 

No less marked than the inade- 
quacy of the existing code of rules 
in vogue at the Mixed Court are the: 
material disadvantages under which 
this tribunal—the only civil and 
criminal Court for all (hinese 
dwelling in the Settlement— 
labours. In his departmental re- 
port the Captain-Superintendent of 
Police calls attention to the im- 
mediate necessity for increased ac- 
commodation in the shape of a 
third court-room, and justly refers 
to the responsibility which remains 
with the Chinese authorities for 
providing adequate fands both for 
the proper conservation of the 
buildings and—even more im- 
portant—for the payment of 
adequate salaries to the personnel of 
the Court. In no respect is the 
rapid growth of the Settlement 
likely to make itself more felt than 
in regard to the volume of work 
thrown upon the Mixed Court ; and 
ata time when the foreign com- 
munity is confronted with the 
necessity of making special provi- 
sion to meet the increasing demands 
upon its exchequer it is essential 
that the Chinese authorities as 
well asthe local gentry and mer- 
chants should realize the obligation 
resting upon them in a matter with 
which they are so peculiarly con- 
nected. The attention now being 
given to the question of Chinese 
prisons, as shown by the mission of 
Mr. Mek Hung-chun to inspect and 
report upon _ these Idings 
throughout the Empire, indicates a 
desire not toallow the administra- 
tion of justice to lag behind other 
reforms. It should only be neces- 
sary, therefore, to bring home to 
the Chinese community in this 
Settlement the defects of their 
Mixed Court to awaken an interest 
in the subject, which should even- 
tually lead to practical results. Un- 
less local opinion can be aroused, 
however, it is to be feared that the 
difficulty of adjusting provincial 
and imperial responsibility will 
cause a much-needed reform in our 
midst to share the fate of so many 
similar movements in China. 

Closely connected with the Mixed 
Court is the question of jurisdiction 
beyond Settlement limits, to which 
several pages of the Annual Report

fare devoted. Here again, in spite 
of an apparently determined at- 








tempt on the part of the late 
Taotai to enforce certain regula- 
tions in regard to arrests beyond 
the boundaries of the Settlement, 
to which neither the (Consular 
Body nor the Council could agree, 
the past year has seen a tendency 
slowly developing to allow the 
question to solve itself along nataral 
lines. The appearance on the out- 
skirts of bands of desperadoes with 
whom the Chinese authorities are 
unable to cope proves as great a 
menace to the lives and property 
of Chinese in those parts as to the 
peace and good order of the 
Settlement. This fact is not lost 
sight of by the Chinese themselves, 
and we have good reason for saying 
that there is a strong wish among 
them to see these outlying dis- 
tricts brought under the protection 
of the Municipal police. There is 
naturally a reluctance in existing 
circumstances to proclaim openly 
this desire, but in process of time 
it may be. relied upon, to make 
itself felt in the attitude of the 
Chinese authorities towards the 
normal extension of the Settle- 
ment. Until this stage is reached, 
it is in the interests of both 
sections of the community to avoid 
occasion for friction, and we may 
hope, therefore, that ensuing years 
will see the relations between 
Chinese and foreigners maintaining 
the present lines of steady im- 
provement. 





A SCHOOL OF 
JOURNALISM. 


March 18. 


Ir was hardly to be expected that 
in the searching criticism to which 
all modern schools are exposed the 
school of journalism should escape 
attention. Strictly speaking there 
is, of course, no school of journal~ 
ism as there is of medicine or the 
law. Occasionally we come across 
advertisements by self-styled pro- 
fessors ofthe art, “ easily enabling 
pupils to earn from £500 to 
£1,000 per annum by writing for 
the newspapers and magazin 
and we wonder vaguely why these 
professors do not keep their secrets 
for their own. advantage, unless 
we are to believe that instrac- 
tion in journalism is 
paid than the conventional branches 
ot teaching. But there is no defin- 
able training-ground prepared for 
the Fourth Estate but chat ‘which the 
life of a journalist itself provides ; 
no clear course which one already 
old in the game should recommend 
to the youthful aspirant to lead him 
into those hierarchies of omnis- 
cienve where he would be. Instead, 
we have to admit the paradox of a 
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recognized profession without re-|batch of manuscript committed 


cognizable approach ; with plainly 
marked grades but’ no specific 
means of achieving them ; with 
undonbted responsibilities ‘but no 
standard measure of thequalifications 
necessary for bearing those respon- 






sibilities. It is an anomaly which 
contains at once the strength and the 
weakness, of journalism ; its charm, 
its golden possibilities and its black 


despairs. But it is also a state of 
things which was bound sooner or 
later to attract notice in an age of 
reformers, whose principle it is to 
allow no one to take himself less 
seriously than they take themselves. 
Thus, for the first time since 
journalism became a name, we are 
presented with a definite system to 
fit young men for its pursuit, in the 
experiment which is now under 
consideration by the University of 
Birmingham. The scheme is not 
framed for intending journalists 
only. ‘Those also who wish to fit 
themselves for a municipal or poli- 
tical career are expected to benefit! 
by it. But apart from the fact that 
political ambitions generally de- 
mand the possession of private in- 
come, which narrows the field of 
those who can embrace them, the 
details of the scheme indicate that 
journalism was the chief caro of 
Birmingham University in design- 
ing its new course. 

The scheme, which is not to re- 
place any of the University’s exis- 
ting curricala as a means of win- 
ning a degree, but would be taken 
as a post-graduate course, is 
divided into two parts, a general 
and a technical, In the former we 
find instruction in modern English 
history with special reference to 
political and social growths since 
the Reform Bill of 1832 ; modern 
Buropean history during the last 
fifty years ; political economy and 
philogophy ; finance ; English litera- 
ture and the principle of criticism ; 
two modern languages, studied prac- 
tically, for the purposes of reading 
and speaking. Beyond these sul- 
jects, the student is offered instruc- 
tion in the elements of physics, 
mechanics and astronomy, in 
chemistry, physiology, bacteriology, 
geology and geography, metallurgy 
and the fundamental principles of 
engineering. One thing at least is 
obvious: that the young man who 
went conscientiously through such 
a course would be a very learned 

rson indeed ; but it is questionable 

yw far he would be fitted for 
immediate work on a daily paper. 
The art of journalism might be de- 
fined as the art of knowing what to 
reject. In other words the neces- 
sities of an occupation which makes 
and re-makes itself every day, which 
dies and is born again with each 








to the press, demand that 
a man shall be able to tear 
the heart out of a subject in the 
shortest possible time and to pre- 
sent the main facts of a case clearly 
and judicially. For such work the 
least well equipped is the specialist, 
even though, like the future gradu- 
ates of Birmingham, he should have 
taken ‘all knowledge for his pro- 
vince.” In contemplating so many 
useful branches of knowledge the 
authorities of Birmingham have 
overlooked the most useful, per- 
haps, of all, the knowledge of how 
to forget. It may be thought, 
however, that this branch is catered 
for by the elements of the tech- 
nical part of the course. Here we 
find the students trained in the 
art of descriptive article writing, 
in connexion with which they are 
to be encouraged to acquire “ mi 
cellaneous information of all kinds, 
‘over and above all that the 
rst. part gave them); in the 
writing of leading articles ; in 
shorthand (optional) ; in the making 
up of a newspaper, appreciation of 
what is known to journalists as 
“the news value” ‘of an article, 
the management of paragraphs, 
deciphering of telegrams, the law 
of copyright and libel. 

It may be urged that this 
technical part of the Birmingham 








scheme would result in little 
else than waste of time. For 
each one of its items ever 


newspaper has a different method, 
dependent, in turn, on its political 
tendency, the section of the public 
which it’ serves, its 
machines, type, on the very num- 
ber of the men on its staff. Even 
those who deplore, and rightly, the 
advent of what is called “ the new 
journalism” (there is no need to 
particularize in what is only too 
familiar) do not demand that all 
newspapers shall exactly approxi- 
mate. Such a contention would be 
absurd; and the resulting dis- 
tinctions can only be learnt, by 
long practice, in’ the newspaper 
office itself where the best quali- 
fication is ordinary intelligence 
untrammelled by academic  for- 
mule. The same criticism may 
hold good in a modified degree of 
the general part of the course. For 
journalistic training cannot, any 
more than the actual work of jour- 
nalism, be confined to a set number 
of hours or a specific direction. 
Given that a young man has the 
“journalistic instinct” he will of 
his own accord equip himself by de- 
grees in as much of all the subjects 
contemplated by Birmingham as 
is necessary ; unless he is to become: 
‘one of those outside specialists on a 
single subjett to whom it is the 
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shape, size, |i 


practice of editors to turn when a 
particularly authoritative article is 
required. In a sense, he is always 
working and his training never 
ends; and this, not from any 
peculiar virtue of his own, but in 
answer to the exigencies of his 
profession. From this point of 
view the Birmingham course has 
nothing more to offer than is to be 
gained by every liberal education 
which equips the mind, not so much 
with actual knowledge, as with the 
faculties of taste, balance and 
judgement: and ‘here the older 
Universities of Oxford and Cam- 
bridge are already in the field as 
formidable competitors, recognized 
for their fitness by every editor 
who is in need of young blood. 
One indisputable advantage of such 
a curriculum as Birminghim has 
imagined is that it will provide 
journalists with a recognized 
diploma which, as an official gua- 
rantee of certain preparation, must 
tend to raise the standard of the 
profession. But it remains to be 
seen whether this diploma might 
not be conferred more advan- 
tageously as an appendage of 
existing degrees than as he mark 
of a separate course.

To say, as is commonly said, that 
the country’s expenditure is being 
kept on a war footing at a time 





when our relations with other coun- 
tries are better than they have ever 
been before is not strictly accurate. 
The records of the South African 
campaign are the measure of what. 
we might have to add to our pay- 
ments for both Army and Navy in 
the event of a real war, and we are 
not spending in these departments 
the half of that sum. It none the 
less remains a fact that the 
struggle in South Africa added 
roughly twenty-four millions to our 
taxation, which has been reduced 
by no more than £4,000,000. Itis 
agreed that the Navy amply repays 
its cost in the assurance it gives us 
against a war ; and that in the case 
of the Army, which neither senti- 
ment nor common sense would 
allow us to sacrifice altogether to 
the Navy, we can afford to experi- 
ment a little longer in a scheme 
which has met with approval from 
such an expert as Lord Roberts. 
But, to take last year’s figures, 
and deducting the combined cost 
of Army and Navy from total 
expenditure, we have to admit the 
enormous sum of £80,235,750 for 
the sole cost of managing the Em- 
pire. This does not include India 
which has a separate Budget of her 
own; while our expendituro 
on administration of Crown 
colonies is on the whole carefully 
restricted and is certainly the 
envy of other colonial Powers. 
Exclusive of the Post Office, 
which yields a handsome profit 
for the £16,000,000 roughly 
spent on it, we find an

laneous Civil Service. It is impos- 
sible not to believe that there must 
be enormous departmental waste. 
under this heading alone. Yet 
instead of directing its attention to 
these and similar expenses, since 
the country rightly refuses to allow 






its armament to be reduced, 
the Government embarks on social 
Old Age 
2g Bill, the 


cost of which, as yet beyond exact 
computation, cannot be less than 
several millions. This is not to say 
that either of these measures is un- 
desirable but simply that they are 
unattainable at the present rate of 
expenditure without additional tax- 
ation; and the imperative need 
of the moment is not to add, 
but to lessen. Already we are 
ing at so high a rate that it is 
difficult to see how much farther 
we could go in the event of a real 
crisis; while even the continuance of 
nt scale involves a severe 
ing of our industries both 
in production and consumption. 
The policy of killing the golden 
goose is neither good for the 
bird nor for her destroyer.

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THE 
UNOFFICIAL RESOLUTIONS. 

Of the two unofficial Resolations to 
be bronght forward at the Ratepayers’ 
Meeting on Friday one concerns 
the private affairs of a single 
resident and will probably be 
found. to be without precedent 
in the history of the Settlement, 
‘This affords no reason why it should be 
regarded with prejudice ; per contra it 
will be assured of a sympathetic hearing, 
and the stndied moderation shown in 
the request is likely to prove a strong 
argument in its favour. If the matter 
be left to the Council with a favourable 
recommendation from the body of 
Ratepayers, due care can be exercised 
that the way is not left open to an in- 
definite application of the principle in- 
volved. For the rest it may be pointed 
ont that in the payment of State com- 
pensation discrimination between cor- 
porations and individuals is frequently 
admitted. 

The other unofficial Resolution 
deals with the admission of the 
foreign Press to Council Meetings. 
If we could believe that this 
innovation was likely to give Ratepay- 
ers advantages in any measure com- 
‘mensurate with the burden that it va 
impose upon the Press, we woul 
heartily ieart it, But’ inasmuch as 
it is left to the discretion of the Council 
—and in the peculiar circumstances of 
our Municipal affairs it must, most 
sasuredly, be left to its discretion— 
how much of each discussion shall be 
public and how much in camera, we do 
not eee that the community will stand 
be “ better off " (from a news point 
of view) than it is at present. On 
the other hand we would prefer to 
think that the unmistakable desiro 
of Ratepayers to be kept more 
punctually informed of the trend of 
affairs, a8 far as is possible and poli 
will not be lost upon the new Council, 
and that it will undertake to improve 
upon its Minutes in accordance with the 
public wish.

‘TRE NEW BROOM. 

Our new official, .who by the way is 
a regular official and not a substitute, 
is taking hold of office with a firm 
hand. The most conspicnons sign of 
this is the great change that has come 
over the yamén, It is in better shape 
‘and looks gayer than it has ever looked 
since the foreigner moved here over 
four years ago. 

‘The opium edicts are being carried 
out gradually with a seeming desire to 
make the prohibition a reality and not 
‘a mere outside show, as is so evident in 
some places. An extra squad of men 
have been put into the service to spy 














out secret smoking, and this squad has 
been kept on duty until four o'clock in 
the morning during the eleventh and 
twelfth months and through the Chi- 
nese New Year season. In fact these 
extra men have had a double duty ; the 
fone to spy out secret opium smoking, 
and the other to prevent theft. A large 
building has already been set aside to 
be used as. place for the breaking off 
of the habit, but there is a complaint 
that the pills recommended for this 
purpose had morphia in them and are 
‘even worse than the opium itself. One 
habit has given place only to another 
which is probably worse for the man 
than the original one. 

Another sign of the magistrate’s 
desire to help the people is seen in his 
programme of schools for the poor 
people in the city. The idea is to open 
first five schools in the city of Chen- 
chow itself, one for each section of the 
city and gradually when these are a 
reality to open the. schools in the 
different parts of the country districts. 
The only difficulty is to raise money for 
the project. Several methods have been 





suggested ; among them the old and | bli 


well-worn one of 
temples to contribute. 
suggested was the taxing of all theatrical 
performances. It is doubtful whether 
‘any such methods will te entirely 
successful, for they are all too un- 
reliable ; the only way is to fix a school

A TRIP TO SzRCHUAN. 
‘Yet once more the correspondent for 
Yunnan province writes his notes from 
the sister province of Szechuan, After 
twenty years in the poorer 
province of Yunnan it has been a treat 
and a revelation to spend some weeks 
travelling in the richest parts of the 
great Szechuan Red Basio. 

The first thing that strikes one in 
contrasting the two provinoes is the 
enormons poptlation of Szechuan. In 
travelling from Suifa to Chentu vid 
Teicheo and back again vik Kiating 
one often passed market towns counted 
of very little importance in Szechuan 
which the mandsrins of Yunnan would 
be glad to make a Hyien, Cheo or even 
a Fycity. Many of our Yunnan cities 
of high rank have less population than 
the market towns of Szechuan, 

‘Another very noticeable thing was 
the vast amount of country still wait- 
ing to be evangelised by Protestant 
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missionanes. Exclading one mission 
which is in the province for purely 
Tibetan work there are seven societies 
at work in Szechuan, giving an average 
of nine millions of people to be evangel- 
ized by cach mission, an absolutely 
impossible task with the present staff. 
Well was it that the Chenta Con- 
ference issued a strong appeal for 
8 great increase in the number of 
missionaries. In this connexion I should 
like to say that the mission policy 
now in force in Szechuan of crowding 
into the big centres and leaving the 
smaller cities and towns to be worked 
by natives may in the end prove to be 
agreat mistake. Surely the Protestants 
can learn a lesson from the Catholics 
in this matter. While the latter have 
a large staff in each of the important 
centres they do not neglect the smaller 
places and often when travelling one 
‘comes across a brave patient Franciscan 
living among the hills near « small 
market town. Statistics would probably 
show that the converts around these 
amaller stations far exceed in number 
those gathered in the great cities. It 
is all very well to influence the New 
China by great educational works in the 
large cities, but surely Protestants have 
call to the small towns and large 
villages. This call is not fally responded 
to by a passing visit or a stay of a day 
or two once ® quarter. 
THE OPIUM CAMPION. 


Undoubtedly some mandarins are 
making genuine efforts to lessen the 
growth of opiam. During a three days 
journey on the main road from Suifa 
we scarcely saw any opium in the fiel 
certainly less than twenty acres in all. 
This too in a district formerly 

mn of the poppy. 
and in the 
large part of the 
best ground is still covered with the 
plant. Opium dens are still terribly 
numerous and in a crowded condition. 

A VICEROY PREACHER. 

A delightful experience at the Chen- 
tu Missionary Conference was the visit 
of the Viceroy. He stood up in front 
of us and preached to us as if he were 
the missionary and we the heathen 
gathered in an ordinary street chapel. 
‘The situation was decidedly reversed 

A I fancy his Excellency must have 
enjoyed preaching to the preachers. 
One lesson at any rate he taught us. 
He had » few disagreeable things to 
say and he said them faithfully 
he did so with a good deal of tact and 
courtesy. If he had only sed his posi- 
tion as guest of the Conference to 
lecture us as harshly as some of us have 
used our position in the past the 
Vicerny's visit would not have been 
‘0 pleasant.

said that he has been guilty of receiving 
heavy bribes from the Directors, that 
‘the middle-man, who offered the bribes, 
knows this, and that one of the As- 
sistant Directors, Mr. Wong, refused a 
bribe of ten thousand dollars offered at 
the same time. Such in brief, is the 
first count of the criticism offered, and 
the shareholders say that uneasiness is 
felt all the more keenly, inasmuch as 
they hoped that when Mr. Leung came 
to take charge, the previous complica- 
tions would be straightened out, and 

sing would be above board. It 

Il the more necessary, therefore, 

that these suspicions should be removed, 

otherwise, when the next call for money 

is made, there will be no response on the 
part of the shareholders. 

Bat this is not all. The letter goes 
on to assert, secondly, that Mr. 
Leung has been working secretly to 
arrange that the line aball ieataly 
be handed over to the officials, whom 
the shareholders dread almost as much 
as foreigners. It is well known 
‘that the Government wishes to have a 
lien on all the lines built in China. 
Mr. Leung is said to have been 
in communication, on the one hand, 
with the General Postal Board, 
the other with the officials. 
‘Then, thirdly, there is some uneasiness 
because Mr. Wong, the Assistant 
Director, who refused to receive the 
bribe, bas been kept from taking the 
position to which he was elected by the 
shareholders on the Board of Directors, 
‘and hitherto has not been allowed to 
discharge the daties that fall to hie 
Position.

EXOLAND AWD RUSSIA IX ANIA. 


The Anglo-Russian Convention has 
now been completely thrashed ont in 
both Houses of Parliament; and for 
or evil it will henceforth forma the 
basis of the relations between the two 
great empires in Asia. Even the most 
severe of its critics, Lord Curzon of 
Kedleston, has never denied the absolate 
need of some such convention ; and 
most of the others have even gone the 
length of acknowledging that if His 
Majesty's Ministers have not made so 
good « bargain with Russia as they 
might have done, it was better to con- 
lade this doubtfal bargain thaa not to 
come to any agreement at all. Conse- 
quently the opposition to it has not 
been pushed to » division in either 
Honse. Sir Edward Grey's defence 
‘of the Convention in the House of! 
Commons this week was s very fine 
sustained effort of argument, though it 
was less rhetorically effective than Lord 
Percy's attack on the Conveotion which 
openet the debate. Lord Curzon’s 
strongest point against the Oonvention 
was the admission of Russia to equal 
rights with ourselves in Tibet, in spite of 
‘our undeniably greater interests there ; 
bat against this Sir Edward Grey was 
ably to urge that Mr. Balfour's Govern- 
ment entirely disclaimed any intention 
of parsaing a “forward” policy in 
Tibet, and that the concession to Russia 
would hamper us only in case of our 
adopting a forward policy there. The 
really weak side of our bargain is the di- 
ision of Persis into spheres of influence, 
in such s way as to include in the 
Russian sphere nearly everything that 
is of commercial value. On this point 
Sir Edward Grey pleads that the 
bargain is only a recognition of existing 
facts, Russia having for twenty years 
past been steadily onsting us from 
Northero Persia ; and he further claims 
that in exchange for our abandonment. 
of the chance of winning back what we 
have lost, we have gained a strategical 
advantage in the establishment of a 
buffer territory on the Afghan border 
at Seistan.

1 Berjonneau, & Parisian, who 
Hee life a8 a lawyer, but having » 
strong natural taste for mechanics 
and electricity, gave up his briefs to 
become » partner in « firm of makers 
of automobile secessories. Professor 
Korn's invention attracted his at- 
tention about year ago, and he sot 
to work to see whether some less 
complicated and délicate machinery 
for the electrical transmission of 
drawings and photographs could not 
be devised. The result is an apparatas 
that is quite = marvel of 
ingenuity and compactness. In the 
main, it is an application of the phono- 
graph idea, It has a revolving cylinder, 
the surface of which is explored by » 
needle, travélling slowly from one end 
of the cylinder to the other and throw- 
ing itself out of gear ss soon as it has 
finished its work. The difference is 
that the contact between the needle and 
the cylinder form records instead of 
sound. 

‘The transmission is not made from 
an ordinary photograph, which, being 
quite smooth, would have a purely uni- 
form effect on the needle. is 
required is a surface in relief, so that 
the needle will touch all the projections, 
however slight, and pass over the hol- 
lows. M. Berjonnean attains this re- 
salt by using sn ordinary “ process 
clock," of, in other words, a copper| 
plate to ~bich dhe -pictare bas beew 
transferred. In this process, as every- 
































copper is covered 
with a layer of bichromated gelatine, 
sensitive to light. After the image 


has been impressed onthe 
gelatine, the latter is treated with 
ecid, which bites into the metal in 
proportion to the extent to which light 
bas impressed the layer of gelatine. 
Where there is shadow, the costing is 
‘almost unaffected ; where there is light, 
the acid oats into the metal. The result 
is that a “ well-bitten ” block, such as 
would be suitable for use with the rapid 
presses and rough paper of a daily sheet, 
presents just the smount of surface 
inequalities needed to give contact with 
the needle. Every time there is one of 
these contacts between needle and plate 
(the Istter being of course bent into 
circular shape 80 as to fit tightly over’ 
the cylinder) the current passes over 
the wire and affects the receiving 
instrament. In this the phonograph 
cylinder is also present ; in fact there 
is little difference between the re- 
ceiving and transmitting instrament ; 
and the two may be used for either 
purpose by simply changing one 
attachment. The needle required 
for transmission is replaced in the 
receiving ment by ao arm 
carrying s little metal box, about 
half an inch square, through’ which 
is a piohole closed or opened by » 
shutter like that of » camer. Fixed 
on to the arm, a few inches we the’ 
hole, isa light, which may be either an 
electric balb or an incandescent gas 
burner. The electrical contact from 
the transmitting instrament works the’ 
shutter, which opens or closes as the 
carrent passes or not, At each opening 
of the shutter a ray of light passes 
through the pinhole and falls on s sheet 
ized paper stretched on the 
roller. This paper consequently re- 
ceives a succession of tiny dots or lines, 
which, when developed in the ordinary 
way, reconstitute the picture sent from 
the other end of the wire. The upper 
part of the receiving instrument is, of 
course, protected from light by a cover 
with no opening except one filled with 
red glass to enable the operator to see 
that the light is burning properly. 
Just before the sending begins, the 
transmitting operator presses a button, 
causing » bell in the receiving instra- 
ment toring. As soon as the sensitized 
paper is in its place on the roller and 
everything is ready for the reception of| 
the message, the receiving 
operator in turn gives the signal also 
by means of a bell. The transmitting 
operator hes now only to start his 
instrament, and the whole process from 
this point is automatic, the needle 
travelling slowly and steadily from left 
to right, while the cylinder turns at the 
rate of about sixty revolutions per 
minute. The speed both of the needle 
and the cylinder ean be varied at will, 
according to the nature of the picture 
to be sent. In a general way the 
more detail there is in the pictare, the 
more time must be given to the needle 
to pick up and transmit those details. 
Electrical power in two forms is 
employed: a small motor, driven by 
‘an sccamulator, to propel the needle 
and cylinder, and a dry battery to 
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ply the current sent over the wire. 
‘This battery can be linked up with 
additional cells if the picture has to be 
sent over an exceptionally long distance, 
‘Eight cells are sufficient for s circuit 
of eleven hundred miles, and the cur- 
rent is so slight that it ‘could not set 
up any distarbance in neighbouring 
wires. Battery and sccamulator are 
contained in the lower part of the 
apparatus, all of which goes into a 
wooden case not much larger than a 
typewriter and weighing about fifty 
pounds. Being thus self-contained, it 
‘can be used even in the most out-of- 
lthe-way places destitute of electrical 
power. In cities it is natarally more 
convenient to connect the motor with a 
switch than to use the accumulator. 
Hitherto there have been only two 
public trials of the invention. One 
‘was in a lecture-hall, where both 
instruments worked successfully in full 
‘view of the audience. The other trial 
was over the telegraph circuit be- 
tween Paris and Marscilles, » total 
distance of eleven hundred miles of 
wire. A photograph of M. Simyan, 
Under-Secretary of State for Posts and 
‘Telegraphs, was sent over this circuit 
in M. Simyan's presence and was 
faithfully reproduced by the receiving 
instrament. In about three weeks a 
similar experiment will be made over

THE HRRL OF REACTION. 


The anniversary of “ Bloody Sun- 
day" passed with little or no sign in 
Bt. Petersburg of celebrating the event. 
Not a row on the street, not a 
single student “ demonstrating ” on the 
Nevsky Prospect, not an extra police- 
man drafted into the city! In short, 
the revolution is crashed and there is 
reaction all along the line. Even the 
liberty of conscience which the Tsar 
ee ranted and which the Home Minister 

stely embodied in a Bill and submitted 
to the Holy Synod was yesterday 
objected to ry that body, which insista, 
among other things, that liberty of 
propaganda must be refused to foreign 
religious communions and that Russians 
must still be prevented by law from 
leaving the national church, that no 
foreign, religious system be allowed in 
the country without the “ permission 
of the higher ecclesiastical authorities,” 
that the Russian clergy must be 
protected by lew against all attacks, 
insults and slights in letters, books and 
on the stage. 

‘The reflexions of Russian Liberals 
‘are not apt to be cheerful when they 
ook back on the history of the last 
three years. How many mistakes 
they made, especially the Viborg 
manifesto! How well the Govern- 
ment comes out of the fray in 
spite of all its blunders! The 
country is now practically tranquil. 
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The Du ‘as little inclined 
to create a disturbance as is a council of 
placid aldermen after a hearty dinner. 
The somnolent and obedient assembly 
which is at present sitting in the Tanrus 
Palace is a barometer which shows us 
how low the revolutionary spirit hes 











fallen.

The bomb in question is a modest 
proposal, which is soon to be laid before 
the Duma, for the rebuilding of the 
Rassian fleet at an outlay of three 
milliards of roubles. The Government 
will also ask the Duma’s approval 
of a scheme for doubling the 
Siberian railroad and of other expen- 
sive projects.

It is a principle amongst all gorern- 
ments to endeavour to rule in accord- 
‘ance with the public sentiment of the 
people. It has been so in Shanghai 
‘also. As soon as public sentiment was 
jin favour of the same amount of taxes 
‘on the Chinese as on foreigners, or in 
favour of public schools, recreation 
grounds, electric trams or any other 
question, the Council has always re 
spected those wishes by acting accord 





ingly. . 
‘Now an overwhelming majority of 
the ratepayers who are mostly 


Chinese desire to close the. opiam dens, 
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Nor is this all. The extraordinary 
public sentiment of outside and distant 
governments has been expressed by 
England through ita Consal-General, by 
the United States through its Consul- 
General and by China through its 
Taotai ; all of whom combine to bring 
anusually strong pressure on the Coun- 
cil and voters. If their wishes are 
respected the bappiest results will fol- 
low. 

But if they are disregarded, the

Tn Chungking the restrictions are 
identical and in this city there are only 
five official offices for the sale of the 
drug.

TRIAL TRIP OF 
CLUTHA X. 


The Clutha X, o ferry-launch built 
by the Shanghai Dock and Engineer- 
ing Company, Ld., to the order of the 
Shanghai and Hoogkew Wharf Co., 
Ld., had a most successful trial trip on 
Monday afternoon. A small party of 
invited guests included Messrs, John 
Prentice, J Johnston, J. Grant 
Mackenzie (Directors) and J. H. 
Osborne (Secretary), of the Shanghai 
Dock and Engineexing Co, Ld.; 
Messrs. H. A. J. Macray (Director), 
Duncan Glass (Superintendent), A. R. 
Wilson and A. W. Marshall, of the 
Shanghai and Hongkew Wharf Co., 
Ld.; Mr. W. B. Buyers (I. M. Customs 
Surveyor); Mr. G. C. Wilson (Super- 
intendent Engineer, I.-C. 8.

‘The speed trial having given fall 
satisfaction to the representatives of 
both builders and owners, the Clatha 
next executed manceavres to show her 
ability to answer the helm. Sho made 
circles at full speed, at half speed, sod 
going astern and again gave complete 
‘satisfaction. 

‘A course was then set for the Shang- 
hai and Hongkew Wharf Co.'s Tung- 
ka-doo Wharf, where the fire hose and 
appliances were tried and proved to be 
thoroughly efficient.

The following is the English text of 
the Loan Agreement for the Shanghai- 
Hangchow-Ningpo Railway :— 

This Agreement is made at Peking 
on the fourth day of the second month 
of the thirty-fourth year of Kang 
Hoii, corresponding to the sixth day of 
March, 1908, snd the contracting 
parties are 

The Waiwupu (Board of Foreign 
Affairs) and 

The Yuchaanpu (Board of Com- 
munications), acting under the authority 
of an Imperial Decree, of the one part, 
and the British and Chinese Corpora- 
tion, Limited (hereinafter called “The 
Corporation) of the other part. 

Aaticue 1. 

Tho Imperial Government of China 
authorizes the Corporation to issue a 
five per cent Gold Loan for the amount 
of £1,500,000 sterling. The Loan 
shall be of the date on which it is 
issued to the public and shall be called 
“ The Imperial Chinese Government five 
per cent Shanghai-Hangchow-Ningpo 
Railway Loan.” 

Artiote 2. 

The loan is designed to 
‘capital for the construction of a 
line (hereinafter called “the rai 
from s point connecting with the 
Shanghai-Nanking Railway at or near 
Shanghai in Kiangsn to the cities of 

Hangchow and Nin; in Chékiang. 
The railway shall follow a line from 
Shanghai through Fengchingchen to 
Kabsingfa ; and thence to Hushu and 
Hangchow ; and thence from Chiang- 
kan to Ningpo, on which line certain 
construction work has already been 
locally undertaken under authority of 
the Imperial Chinese Government. 

The survey line shall be open to 
revision by the Yuchuanpu. 

Aatioie 3. 

* The Chinese Government guarantees 
that the capital so provided shall be 
solely devoted to the construction 
of the railway including the purchase 
of rolling stock and other equip- 
ment and to the working of the line 
during construction ; it is understood, 
however, that the cost of the land re- 
quired for the malay and the payment 
of interest on the Loan during con- 
struction are not to be met out of Loan 
fands bat will be paid by the Imperial 
Chinese Government from other sources. 
It is understood that the railway will 
be completed within three years from 
the date of signature of this Agrec- 
ment ; and that within a period of six 
months from that date the Corporation 
shall notify the Yuchuanpa that the 
sam of £100,000 has been at 
their disposal, to be held in Europe or 
remitted to China as they may direct, 
as first instalment on account of the 
proceeds of the Loan.

The Managing 
Director shall have the right, while 
paying the above stipulated commuta- 
tion of commission to the said Agents, 
in respect of all purchases of foreign 
materials, to avail himself of the 
services of other Agents in China or 
abroad should he see fit to do so. 

Original invoices and inspectors’ 
certificates are to be submitted to the 
Managing Director ; all return cont 
missions and rebates of every description 
shall be credited to the Railway; and 
all purchases made by the Agents on 
behalf of the Railway shall be supported 
by manufacturers’ original invoices and 
epectors’ certificates, 
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No commission shall be paid to the 
Agents except as above provided ; but 
it is understood that the Yuchuanpa or 
its duly authorized representative shall 
provide out of Railway funds for the 
remuneration of Consulting Engineers 
whenever their services are required for 
general assistance and advice or for the 
inspection abroad of materials requiring 
supervision of technical experts. 

With a view to the encouragement

RAILWAY. 


From a Correspondent, 




















Shuichon, Kuangtang,, February 29. 
In travelling up the North River 
from Samshni to Yingtak I saw many 
signs of activity and progress’ in con- 
nexion with this part of the Canton- 
Hankow railway which I gladly record, 
A few miles above the famous Fils 
tsz gorge m number of wooden sheds 
have been erected, in addition to an 
the 











probably soon be employed in the work 
of excavating’ the 900 ft. tunnel which 
is to be cut there and for which, I 
hear, the contract has already been let. 
In the earlier stages of the line, the 
chief-engineer, Mr: Wong, let out the 
contracts in small sections, sometimes 
as little ns 160 feet being leased to one 
contractor, but now wiser: counsels 
prevai 

The line, which is a single one, is open 
for thirteen miles above Canton, while 
for fifty miles more the ground has been 
cleared, the track fixed and the grade 
measared, showing how much cutting 
and bridging have to be done by the 
contractors. The work is being pushed 
on with surprising speed and ss soon 
as the engineer's task is completed, 
estimates are being obtained and con 
tracts signed. 

‘The country being surveyed at present 
consists of series of low hills which 
slope right into the river. At first, with 
‘a view to economy, the track was fixed 
close to the water, but this “ penny-wi 
pound-foolish ” method has been avoi 
ed and the line placed higher up the 
slope, bringing the railway bank beyond 














the reach of the highest floods, 
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‘The second Canadian engineer we 
came across to-day, informed us that he 
was covering half-a-mile per diem in 
his work of surveying and determining 
the track. This would bring the sur- 
veyors to Yingtak in about two 
months, but constraction must neces- 
sarily be slow for most of the rock is 
granite. About the mouth of the 
Lienchow river another 900. ft. tunnel 
has to be bored through the “ Blind 

™ pass. This may prove less diffi- 
cult, for limestone appeared to be the 
prevalent rock as we walked through 
the pass along the tow-path. 

The work of actual construction is 
now in fall swing sixty miles overland. 
from Canton, so that it seems as if the 
stormy meetings 80 frequently reported 
last year: in connexion with this railway 
have at last given Plies to « year of 
quiet unobtrusive toil. 





THE SHANTUNG 
RAILWAY. 


‘The following particulars of the 
Shantung Railway are taken from the 
Deutscha Bauzeitung (Berlin) : 

‘The Shantang Railway, completed in 
1904, is about 245 miles long, ranning 
between Tsingtao and Tsinanfa, the 
ital of the province of Shantung, 
with a branch line of twenty-four miles 
to the Poschan coalfields, The longi- 
tudinal section shows that the main 
line is made up of forty-two per cent 
level, twenty-nine per cent rise, and 
twenty-nine per cent fall, with a| 
maximum grade of six per cent. The 
permanent way has been constructed to 
ordinary traffic at a speed not 

37.8 per hour. The 
article contains detailed accounts of the 
survey, as well as full particulars with 
regard to the cost of land, labonr, 
transport and materials, The surv 
trip of Ind vany- 
‘ing in breadth between 500 and 2,000 
yards, and cost about £36 per mile, 
being completed at the rate of ten miles 
per month, The land was expfopriated 
in accordance with ( hinese law, 1s, 1d. 
being paid per square yard, with a 
nareharge of ight per cent for land 
in crop and near the townships. The 
earthwork was sublet in contracts of 
six miles in length, and was paid for at 
schedule prices, 1s. 4d. per enbic yard 
for ordinary earthwork, and 10d. per 
cubic yard for rock. All bridges and cul- 
verts were standardized, as we!l as the: 
wooden and steel scaffoldings used for 
erection.

‘September 21, Yesterday we passed 
the last village on the Heiangcbeng 
side, Sengtai, by mistake, bat for- 
tunately an old woman made room for 
our company in her tents. Despite the 
incessant roaring of the adjacent moun- 
‘tain torrent we had a good night until 
about 3.30 a.m. when our ulag drivers 
in looking up their animals somehow 
gave the impression of robbers. The 
soldiers turned out with their rifles 
accompanied by the writer unarmed, bat 
Ajscovering the cause of our alarm re- 
tarned to bed after having scared the 
wits out of an inoffensive Heiangcheng 
lama and his industrious lay brother. 
The distance between Sengtui, twenty 
li below the nomad’s tent, and oar 
present resting-place Mora is 140 
li; but there is no __ settled 
population, Just about ten li above 
our resting-place last night was s 
hot spring and higher up still « rough 
gorge where the Chinese in the Inte 
war fonght wi bashed Mantsi for 
three weary days. The road, as a rule 
good and with an eaxy ascent, passed 
for many li through thick forests of oak, 
fir and larch, but when almost twenty 
Ti below the summit of the Mora pass 
the grass lands of the high altitudes 
with the tents and flocks of the nomads 
The place known as 
wvidently of some importance 
and wonld probably be the most likely 
place where a party travelling more 
leisarely than we would rest. 

We reached the highest point of the 











and while waiting for our lag w 
pelted by chilly snow showers, and were 
most surprised to find that the boiling 
point was only 182.6 F. Temperature 
51 F. The descent from Mora pase to 
2 village of the same name (about fifty li) 
was gradual and the road good. About 
p-m. we struck small river flowing 
south on the right bank of which was a 
half-bnilt deserted lamasery, and tents 
and flocks of numerons nomads on the 
left bank opposite. We were very much 
exhausted and dreaded darkness, bat

In 
the former two places nothing is seen 
of the complicated nets of Hsiang 
Oheng on the picturesque deshabille of 
Tropa, but one's methetic taste is again 
offended by the maltitudiaons plaits and 
‘nly frontal lock of Litang. 
"eptember 27. Although “many of 
my blankets were wet, the evening bleak 
and cheerless, we passed a good night. 
Unfortunately my chest was very pain- 
fal and the evening fever more 
pronounced, a circumstance which im- 
pelled Miner to reach Litang in one 
day. The first stage of the journey, 
thirty li, took us to Shampachiao, a 
Settlement on the Lichu (B. P. 190 
F.). The ride, notwithstanding my 















indisposition, was very pleasant. 
above the bridge over the Shompal 
stream is a striking rain, said to be the 
remains of a rained lamasery. Some- 
where in the vicinity is also to be seen 
the ruins of a castle which belonged at 
ime to the chief of Litang. These 
rains are another reminder that China’s 
recent conquests in the Marches is but 
history repeating itself. Crossing the 
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j.| Licha the road follows the left bank of 






that river for twenty li and then turns: 
North Op 8 pretty cultivated valley to 
‘T’sosang." Before leaving the Lichin 
we hed «gl impse of an important Settle- 
ment known as Molashi. The above 
district, one and two days from Teho 
and Litang respectively, although only 
producing one crop annually can hardly 
asm rule exceed 11,000 feet. As the 
population in conjunction with Shompa 
and T’so-sang will number at least 500 
families it might become a useful out-| 
station from Litang le for winter 
residence. 

After dinner we set out for Litang, 
still sixty li distant. The road went 
‘up beautiful valley with an excellent 
road towards the summit of a low pass. 
All went well nntil about fifteen li from 
the top when we were treated to a 
thunderstorm of hail so sharp and 
furious that for th of an hour it 
‘was impossible to move. Slightly above 
the summit of the pass the Drakala 
(B. P. 187.4 F.) is small forlorn 
looking lamasery picturesquely situated 
at the foot of a romantic forest-tipped 
limestone cliff. I had much pain and 
some fever. but Miner with the town and. 
lamasery in view was disclined to spend 
another night away from our rendezvous, 
‘so without more ado we rode down the 
two or three hundred feet to the com- 
‘mencement of the Litang. While day- 
light lasted we journeyed along wearily 
nough, but when distant still fifteen li 
from Litang an Egyptain darkness 
seemed to roll over the dark plain. A 
biting snow storm came on also and as 
our hardy animals floundered along it 
‘seemed that either broken limbs or frost 
bite was inevitable. It seemed ages, bat 
at last, about 10 p.m., without serious 
accident Litang was reached and my 
journey was over. Brandy, dry fire- 
wood, borrowed furs, and letters—tho 
first ‘for nearly three months—after 
time gave me a renewed interest in 
life ; but it may be questioned if 
colder or more uncanny ride was 
demanded of a man sick pleurisy 
‘and the effects of an uomerciful kicking.

‘The poems by the Emperor of Japan 
and the Court poet which we publish in 
thin issue have a double interest, They 
are good represeatatives of a uniquo 
form of art, as carious and, perhaps, as 
instructive to us as Japanese painting ; 
they are also of importance for what 
they reveal of the inner feeling of the 
people whose motives and intentions are 
now exciting the ‘curiosity of the world. 
The poet in Japan is not ‘an idle singer 
of an empty day.” expected of a 
leader of men that he should excel in 
poetry as in other things, just as a 
Viking chief, who could not give 
rhythmical expression to his grief or 
passion, was held to be lacking in one 
fof the elements of greatness. It is, 
therefore, regarded as natural that 
General Nogi shonld have written some 
of the greatest poems of the languace 
while in the siege of Port 
Arthur, and that his Imperial Hi 
should encourage his soldiers in Man- 
churia and arouse the spirit of his people 
at home by his poetry. 

The translation and interpretation 
of Japanese poetry is especially difficalt 
because of its extreme compactness of 
structure and simplicity of wording. 
‘Their ideal of art is to convey the intent 
by the simplest possible means ; a few 
brush strokes make a picture and » 
single simile » poem. ‘Their poetry and 
painting are, therefore, more like our 
music in throwing upon those who look 
a the burden of interpreting and 
making them of value to themselves. 
‘They do not tell a story ; they serve 

‘as stimuli to the imagination. 
In form the poetry of Japan is as rigid 
and conventional as its life and man-

ners. These poems we have here are 
all in the uta or classic stanza of thirty-

to the Japanese mind by their tradi- 
tional symbols. Some further hints as 
to their inesning may, therefore, be wel-

‘suthor may repudiate and any other: 
reader may contest his interpretation. 
In the first poem the picture which 
the Emperor expects to flash before the 
reader's eyes is that of a rock-bound 
coast. In the perpetual conflict between 
the waves and the rocks, which shall 
finally conquer? Of the two elements the 
water conforms, the stone resists; the 
one is yielding and courteous, but per- 
sistent, the other arrogantand stubborn. 
Yet shall the water pierce the ageless 
rock, such is its power. Can anything 
better represent the aim and method of 
the Japanese who are now engaged in 
“ percolating" Manchuria and Korea 
and with great difficulty are_ prevented 
from percolating America ? In the fifth 
stanza much the satne sitnile i 
‘& slightly different 
pertinacity with which Japan carries 
ont a plan, as for example, when 
ckeckmated in 1895 by the three 
European Powers and driven from 
Korea only to return in greater force 
ten years later. In his third stanza 
Baron Takasaki uses the pliant bamboo 
ig in the wind as the emblem of 
ypan, Tt bends, but it retarns. Its 
apparent weakness is its real strength. 
‘The Emperor's poems are xpoken to 
his people asa father to his children ; 
the father who still would guide his 
growing son, But Japan has come 
to manhood so swiftly since ite re- 
lease from the swaddling cloths of 
fendalism that it no wonder 
if elder nations inclined to 
regard it as a child. The Japanese, 
since 1868, the era of enlightenment, 
have thatched their old farmhouse 
wi lean rice straw,” sufficient to 
defend it against the darts of winter. 
Whether the ice which bristles 
along the eaves refers to Japan's 
armament must be left to the intui- 
tion of the reader. For the rest, the 
Emperor in the same paternal spirit 
warns his people that it is difficult to 
walk in the strait and narrow path of 
duty, that they must keep the desk-top 
clean for work at any time and that they 
ronst not forget their fature daties in the 
enjoyment of peace and prosperity. 
Baron Takasaki, as becomes « laureate, 
celebrates the alliance with England 
which means so much for his country 
and the warlike enthusiasm of 
‘Japan by its ancient symbol, the eamn- 
rai swords. In how far these poems 
have special reference to pending ques- 
tions and forthcoming events we have 
no means of determining, but they have

Most discouraging accounts of the 
result of agricultural experiments in 
Saghalien are published by the “ Asahi 
Shimbun.” It appears that the local 
authorities, seeing that the Russians 
had left houses, implements and cattle, 
believed that a good opportunity offered 
for farmers settling in the island, and 
accordingly this kind of enterprise was 
officially encouraged.

Virtually no harvests were 
reaped last autumn, and the immigrants 
found themselves confronted by the 
approach of winter without any provi-’ 
sion whatever of food. The authorities 
were-obliged to step in, and for a time 
means of relief were furnished by 
giving the people employment upon 
Government works, but when the winter 
deepened so that the ice and snow 
forbade outdoor labour, nothing could 
be done except to supply provisions at 
nominal prices from the military stores. 
In these circumstances immigration has 
been suspended, and Governor Kususe 
is quoted ar saying that it would be 
necessary to determine by experiment 
the propor lines of farming before 
sanctioning any new settlement of

In this connexion 
the early Governments, while anxious to 
comply with the applications of th 
ed population then but fringing the coast 
of the great island continent, acted in a 
manner that has often been condemned, 
but is now seen to have been in 
the best interests of Inter generations, 
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The government grants to private 
persons were alienated from the Crown 
lands, but not so the millions of acres 
of leasehold, for the Government 
possessed the right of resumption. In 
the interior districts, it was not unusual 
hold « run of 200,000 
in the rich coastal 
districts stations nsaally comprised 
tens of thousands of acres. All 
that the Government required in those 
days was that the land should be re- 
claimed from the myriads of wild animals 
that fed upon the succulent native 
grasses. Fencing was the first essential 
towards this object ; consequently 
we find that twenty years ago 
all the best pastoral country in the 
four oldest colonies had been taken up. 
Then ss some of the shortest leases 
matured and reverted to the Govern-

RUSSIAN 
TURKESTAN, 


From Our Own Correspondent. 


St. Petersburg, February 1. 

‘The large number of Englishmen 
who regnrd Russians as second only to 
themselves in colonizing ability and 
who consider Turkestan in particular 
‘as so fully russified that it is almost a 
‘8 menace to India, will be agreeably 
surprised to learn from the “ Novoe 
Vremya " of January 25 that Russia's 
success in Turkestan looks greater than 
it really is. It is the Tashkent corres- 
pondent of the “ Vremys” who writes 
to this effect, and his letter leaves u: 
doubt as to whether Russia was really 
wise in annexing Turkestan. That it 
was on the whole good for the people 
of Turkestan I can readily believe, for 
Ruseis has given them security of life 
‘and property, railways and a certain 
amount of education and civilization. 
The doubtful question is how far this 
beautiful philanthropy on his part has 
benefited the poor Russian majik, who 
has had to pay dearly for the ‘glory 
of ‘possessing this conquered country, 
while compelled to live mostly on black 
bread. In 1884 when Turkestan’s 
ation was being considered, Count 
D. Tolstoi, the then Minister of the 
Interior, wrote to the Minister of War 
complaining that Turkestan was » bur- 

















den on the imperial exchequer, and that 
in the course of nineteen years it had cost 
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about 100,000,000 roubles. As time 
this state of things did not 
xet better and, fifteen years Ister, 
when introducing in the Council of 
Empire a Bill for changing some articles 
in the Iaw under which Turkestan was 
governed, Count Witte could only re- 
peat the words of Count Tolstoi. Ac- 
cording to Count Witte “the budget 
of Turkestan shows a yearly deficit, 
amounting during the last few years to 
from two to four million roubles. From 
1869 to 1886...the expenditure ex- 
ceeded the receipts by Rls. 100,856,465, 
and for the years intervening between 
1887 and 1896 this sum had increased 
by Rls. 31,224,108 so that in 
1897 the deficit amounted to Rls. 
132,080,573. 

The five districts of Tarkestan con- 
tain about 155,000,000 deayatin of land 
(one desyatin—2.70 acres) with a popu- 
lation of 5,300,000. In one of these 
districts, Somiryetch, Russians form 15 
percent of the whole population ; in 
Syr-Daria the percentage of the Russian 
inhabitants falls to 3} ; and, in the re- 
maining three provinces, the Russian 
colonists form from 1.5 percent to 0.4 
per cent of theentire population. In all 
the five provinces of Central Asia, there 
‘are only 250,000 Russians,“ Such,” 
exclaims the “Novoe Vremya's" 
correspondent mournfully, “such are 
the results of our rule on this distant 
frontier!” 

‘At the present moment Turkestan is 
still in Russia's debt to the extent of 
over Rls. 160,000,000 not counting 
what is spent on the army of occa 
or the enormous ammount of capi 
in the construction of railways ti 

‘According to the authority from 
whom I quote, the Russian 
colonist in Turkestan is not an ideal 
colonist, in fact he is more squatter 
than colonist. In all Turkestan at the 
present moment there are 120 Russian 
villages with « population of 100,000 
who own 400,000 desyatin of land. 
This land they cultivate in the most 
wasteful manner. They sow wheat or 
other crops on particular part of their 
land until the soil is exhausted, then 
they move to new land and sow wheat, 
ete., there. The Tashkent correspon- 
dent says that “the Russian villagors 
in: Turkestan live and thrive on » plan- 
dering and wasteful exploitation of 
Kirghiz lands which they have rented.” 




















in| The correspondent concludes by insist- 


ing that the Russian be made to 
cultivate the land properly, and then 
he asks for more Russian settlers. 

It is doubtfal, however, whether Cen- 
tral ever becomes Russian in the 
sense that Novgorod is Russian, for the 
‘Musorvite is seldom good at absorbing 
subject races, In Finland, for example, 
st distance of thres hours from the 
Russian capital one finds oneself among 
a people who know as little of the 
Russian language as they do of ancient 
Greek, and the Baltic Provinces, 
Poland and the Caucasus, are in the 
same condition. The inhabitants of 
Central Asia are now becoming educat- 
ed, up-to-date and fond of politics. 
‘The educated ones are rabid revolu- 
tionists almost to a man and bave 
reroliviocity yspawiin their own langu- 
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ages, or bad, until the papers in 
qnestion were suppressed. Their 
depaties in the Duma are always on the’ 
extreme Left, which was the reason 
mby the representation of Central Asia 
was greatly curtailed by the new 
lection law of July last. Most.

Briton who, owing to religio 
racial causes, will no more mix with the 
lindoo or the Singhalese than oil will 
mix with water, the Russian workman 
sinks entirely to the level of the Sart or 
the Tarcoman or at least meets with 
him on equal terms aod very gladly 
assists him in any enterprise he may 
undertake against the Imperial Go- 
vernment.

CHINA’S PROPOSED 
CONSTITUTION. 


Censor Huang Chi-jai has sent in 
a0 interesting memorial about the 
promised adoption of constitutional 
Goveronient in China. The following 
is a summary of its contents :— 

The memorialist says that since the 
issue of the reform Edicts in November 
1908, practically not! 
done in the various provinces except 
nominal changes made for outward 
show, 90 that he fears that, if the Cen- 
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tral Government in Peking does not 
take up the matter seriously, nothing 
will be prepared during the next fifteen 
years, and thas the promised adoption 
of the representative adi i 
never be carried out, and 
ment will become a laughing stock in the 
‘eyes of the Foreign Powers. 

Censor Huang says that, although 
some offices have been established in 
some of the provinces for the introduc- 
tion of modern reforms, » carefal ex- 
amination of their internal administra- 
tion shows that they are very badly con- 
docted, neither jirectors nor other 
officials knowing anything about their 
duties, 80 that the large sams of money 
which have been expended in the pro- 
vinces during the last few years in the 
name of reform were really wasted. 

The memorialist adds that the con- 
dition ofthe Chinese masses is now 
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hundred times better than before 
the war with Japan in 1894-5 when 
most of the officials and native 
gentry in the south and mid-Cbina did 
not know exactly what was going on in 
Korea and Manchuria and why the 
beter Islands were ceded to the 

Japanese. The people paid very little 
tention to Government affairs at that 
time because they thought they were 
separated from the country and what 
the Government did had nothing to do 
with them personally. Now the condi- 
tions are quite changed and the people 
know how to preserve the interests of

This was an appeal by the defen- 
dants, Messrs, Atkinson and Dallas, 
from the jadgement delivered by the 
Assistant Judge on February 24, on 
the grounds that the judgement was 
against the weight of evidence, erro- 
neous in law, and that the damages 
awarded wore excessive. Defendants 
asked that judgement be entered in 
their favour with costs, together with 
the costs of appeal. 

Mr. J.C.E. Douglas appeared for 
the appellants ; Mr. L. E. P. Jones re- 
presented the respondent. 

Mr. Douglas outlined the facts of 
the case, as disclosed by the evidence 
in the lower Court. The Assistant 
Jadge had agreed with the principle that 

the appellants were quite right in 
‘throwing it upon plaintiff to prove ex-

emption from distraint, but he held 
that the action of Mr. Haimoviteh in 
going to the flat on November 29 was 
8 trespass.

It 
had been contended in the Court 
below that the plaintiff was a lodger, 
bat a lodger also had constructive 
notice of the lease (Dengley v. 
Sales, 1, Manle, and Selmin, p. 297). 
Counsel contended that the plaintiff 
was in a worse position than a tenant 
ho remained in possession after the 
expiration of his term, or after he had 
had notice to leave, because he had no 
right to be there at all. On the posi- 
tion of a tenant who refused to leave 
counsel referred to the case of Jones v. 
Foley (1891, 1, Q. B. D., p. 730). 
Plaintiff had no right to be there at all, 
‘so he could not complain if an actor 
trespass were committed on his farni- 
ture, It would be a justifiable trespass. 
Moreover, by allowing the plaintiff to 
his goods the appellants might 
become liable to Mr. Clarke, as 
there might have been goods there be- 
longing to him which would have more 
‘than covered the amount distrained for 
Appellants did not recognize the plain- 
tiff or his goods. Counsel then turned 
to the Assistant Judge's ruling that. 
no landlord could distrain at all 
except by means of o bailiff appointed 
by the Court. In English law, 
prior to the Law ot Distress Amend- 
landlord could 
distrain by himself or his bailiff, 
and it did not matter whether the 
bailiff had authority, or whether his act 
was merely ratified by the landlord 
afterwards. By the Act referred to this 
was narrowed down to County Court 
bailiffs, and anyone who distrained 
ithout a County Court bailiff became 
guilty of trespass. That law could not 
be held applicable ont here because the 
Court had no bailiffs, and no machinery | s1 
for patting it into effect. His clients 
had not intended to distrain until they 
got authority from the Court, bat 
plaintiff began to move out his things, 
and Mr. Haimoviteh, therefore, stopped 
him. He did not seize them, bal 
locked door. If there had been 
‘trespass it was a justifiable trespass. 

His Lordship asked counsel how far 
he was entitled to raise a new point 
like this on appeal.

Mr. Jones said that the point had 
not been raised or argued in the Court 
below.

The Assistant Judge said that on 
January 1, 1867, Sir E. Hornby issued 
instructions in which he said 
was highly undesirable that individuals 
in China should have this right of 
taking the law into their own hands, 
and no Magistrate should sllow it until 
an affidavit had been filed in Court. 

Mr. Donglas submitted that if this 
were compulsory they would have to 
read “shall” or “must” for “may” 
in Article 10 of the Order in Council 
of 1907. 

His Lordship said that he must 
certainly look at the practice of the 
Court before looking at the Order in

Mr. Douglas submitted that it had 
not been a aniform practice to apply to 
the Court. 

The Assistant Judge remarked that 
it was the practice of the Court.

No 
special ae hed been proved at all. 
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‘Mere unlawful possession did not throw 
upon the appellants the responsibility 
for the goods that were alleged to have 
been lost, The unlawful possession only 
lasted for one night, and appellants had 
been in lavwfal possession for four or five 
days and nights. To sum up, be 
claimed that if there had been | any 
trespass it was a justifiable trespass.

decided against him on the first point. 
Lastly, the damages in any case were 
not proved as awarded and they must 
. be proved if plaintiff was to obtain 
them, 
Mr. Jones first dealt with Article 10 
of the Order in Council of 1907. His 
Lordship had pointed out that a practice 
had existed here for many years, as 
indicated by the records of the Court, 
that persons who desired to levy distress 
agains British subjects must apply 
‘upon affidavit for the appointment of a 
bailiff in assisting them to carry out 
that distress. For this reason he 
submitted that it was clearly intended 
that no distress should be permitted 
against the goods of a British subject 
unless a bailiff were employed in accord- 
‘ance with the provisions of English 
law. Counsel farther submitted that 
it was perfectly clear from the 
correspondence that had been put in 
that appellants’ action on November 29 
was intended to be distress. They 
heard that plaintiff intended to re- 
move his goods and they sent 
round and seized the goods, locked 
the door and left a man in charge. 
That was distress. Plaintiff was en- 
titled to damages for illegal distress. 
Herwas not « tenant, but a lodger, and 
he had certain rights of removal which 
a tenant would act necessarily have. 
In certain circumstances a landlord had 
the right to follow goods removed from 
wremises by a tenant. It was admitted 

the appellants that plaintiff was s 
lodger, as they returned ona 
declaration under the Lodger's Protec- 
tion Act. The room plaintiff occupied 
‘was a bedroom, and he occupied it dur- 
ing the residence of Mr. Clarke. A 
lodger’s goods could not be followed by 
a landlord if removed before distress. 
But appellants not only seized plain- 
tiffs’ goods on the premises ; they placed 
an embargo on those in the godown. It 
had been held that even a managing 
director, who levied distress in person, 
was a trespasser (Hogarth v. Jennings, 
1Q.B.D., 1892). ‘There were no in- 
superable difficulties to the application 
of the Law of Distress Amendment Act 
here, as indeed it had been roughly ap- 
plied prior to the passing of this Act. 
On the locking up of the premises coun- 
sel referred to Woodfall (14th Editjon, 
p. 493), and the case of Smith v. Ash- 
forth (29, L.J., New Series, Ex., p. 
260). As to what constituted a lodger 
he referred to Woodfall (p. 477), and on 
the right of lodgers to remove goods to 
the case of Thornton v. Adams (5, 
Maule and Selwin, p.38). Counsel 
contended that his client was in no 
sense a trespasser, A person living on 




















the premises with Mr. Clarke’s consent 
could not be a trespasser. If the illegal 
‘act bad not been taken his client would 
have moved out before the distress. 
Instead of that, his goods were seized, 
and when he regained possession some 
of them were missing. For theso rea- 
sons he submitted that appellants were 
gailty of trespass, and that plaintiff 
was entitled to recover specific damages, 
for loss of goods experienced in con- 
sequence of this seizure. 

Mr. Douglas snbmitted that whether 
the removal of his goods by the plain- 
tiff would Le lawful would depend upon 
whether he was a lawfal lodger. The 
case of Hogarth v. Jennings did not 
‘apply. 

His Lordship—Is a lodger a sub- 
lessee ? 

Mr. Douglas again referred the 
‘Court to Dingley v. Sales and Patman 
v, Harland. If » lodger were not in 
the same position as a sub-lessee a| 
landlord would have no security at all. 

Judgement was reserved.

JUDGEMENT. 

His Lordship read the following 
judgement :— 

‘The facts of the case are shortly that 
the plaintiff rented from one Clark, a 
tenant of the defendants, a room in a 
flat at No. 9, Hankow Road. Clark's 
rent was in arrear and on November 
29 Haimovitch, an employee of the 
defendants, entered the flat and on their 
behalf prevented the plaintiff from 
removing his furniture and locked it 
up in the plaintiff's room, removing the 
key. On the 30th, the next day, an 
application was made to the Court to 

i to distrain upon the 
goods in the flat. Such appointment 
was duly made, and a bailiff entered. 
In the meantime the goods remained 
locked up in the room occupied by the 














It is now contended for the defen- 
dants that the first entry by Haimoritch 
was not # distress, but that he was 
preventing the plaintiff, who was a 
trespasser, from removing goods from 
the premises. This is an ingenious 
contention, bat it is not supported by 
the facts. Haimovitch entered the 
premises, seized goods and impounded 
them; they were taken over till under 
the same lock and key by the person 
appointed by the Court under Article 10 
of the Order in Council of 1907 and so 
continued until released on the receipt 
of a notice under the Lodgers’ Goods 
Protection Act. The defendants were 
threatening before action to distrain; 
their sgent did all thet was necessary 


h 


to distrain, and it was not contended 
until the trial that this was not » dis- 
tress. I think it clear it was a distress 
ab initio, and the question we have to 
determine is whether it was wrongful. 

‘The history of the remedy of dis- 
tress in Chins is that a practice was 
established in 1867 by Sir Edmund 
Hornby, then Chief Judge of this 
Court, which has been adhered to ever 
since. This practice appears in his in- 
structions to Consular officers and was 
reported in 1885 by Sir Richard Ren- 
nie. It is as follows :— 

In England » distress for rent in 
arrear can be put in by landlord 
‘without the intervention Court of 
Justice. Hero it is most inexpedient 
that such a remedy should be rescrted 
to without the knowledge and consent of 
the Consular Officer, inasmuch as it is = 
proceeding calculated to cause s breach 
of the peace and also because there are 
sworn brokers ot appraisers of pro- 
perty. Before such consent should be 
given the Consul should satisfy him- 
self that a tenancy bas been created — 
that a ct agreement has been 
entered into by which a fixed period 
bas been reserved—that there bas been 
fan occupation under such agreement— 
that rent rear—and unpaid, and 
that due application has been made for 
payment of it. The facts should all be 
clearly stated on affidi A warrant 
may then issue under the Consular seal 
authorizing the entry on the premises 
and the seizure of the goods therein, 
and after the lapse of five days, the sale 
of so much of the goods and chattels of 
the tenant as may be found in the pre- 
mises may be made to satisfy the rent 
in arrear and the costs of executing the 
warrant of distress, Immediately on 
the entry of the officer, he should pro- 
duce and read to the tenant, or any one 
in possession, the warrant, and 

ment of the sum endorsed on it 
tendered, he should proceed to make an 
inventory of sufficient goods to satisfy 
the amount. Some person should then 
be left in possession.” 

What is contemplated is that the 
distress should be made by an officer of 
the Court. 

The right of distress has been pre- 
served ; that principle of English law 
has been maintained, but its exercise 
has been limited in its procedure. 

In 1888 the Law of Distress Amend- 
ment Act; sec. 7, recognized in England 






































the desirability of limiting the land- 
lord’s right to employ any agent to 
distrain. No doubt our old practice 
goes beyond this Act, but it is guided 
by the same principle. 

‘As time went on and business in- 
‘creased, officers of the Court were not 
always available to effect a distress, and 
it necessary to devise « remedy 
‘so that a landlord should not be deprived 
of his right to distrain which had 
already been recognized. Thus it be- 
‘came the practice, on the landlord’s 
application, to appoint some person to 
levy a particular distress; whether this 
practice preceded or followed the Law 
of Distress Amendment Act, I know 
is in accordance with its

Lastly we have Article 10 ‘of the 
China snd Korea (Amendment) Order 
n-Conncil 1907, which reads as follows : 
“Any person desirous of levying 
1 distress for rent may apply to the 
Court to appoint bailiff to levy such 
distress, and the Court may, thereupon, 
and upon the applicant giving sufficient 
seearity to answer for any misconduct 
on the part of such bailiff, appoint a 
estou to acta bali to levy such 
press.”

the Court may, which it seems 
to me in this case equivalent 
to must, on being satisfied as 


to the security given and the pro- 
priety of the application, appoint such 
person 1 bailiff. 

The present practice is almost as old 
as the relation of landlord and tenant 
in Shanghai, It is not necessary for me 
to comment upon its reasonableness, 
which to anyone cognizant of local 
circumstances is apparent. There has 
been no judicial decision upon it one 
wey or the other, but it has stood for 
forty years. Finally, in its developed 
form, it hae acquired the sanction of an 
Order in Council. 

This being the state of things, it 
appeare to me that the defendants have 
levied ® wrongfol distress and are 
trespassers, The learned Judge at the 
trial awarded the plaintiff ten dollars 
nominal damages. Exemplary damages 
were not awarded, and I do not think 
it. part of the duty of this Conrt to de- 
termine whether ten dollars or five is 
the proper amount to award. The 
appeal must be dismissed with costs.

TAE CHEFOO ROAD FIRE. 

The proprietor and the manager of a 
pork shop, No. 66 Chefoo Road, were 
charged with having been concerned 
together in wilfally setting fire to the 
said premises at 8.30 p.m. on the 11th 
instant, with intent to obtain tha in- 
surance money thereon, and thereby 
‘endangering life and property. 

Detective-Inspector McDowell 
that on Sunday night fire broke out 
in the lower portion of the shop No. 66 
Chefoo Road, bat was discovered and 
extinguished by the neigbours and s 
native policeman, The fire was found 

to have broken oat amongst a quantity 
ct straw. The defendants seemed to 

be very much annoyed that the fire 
had been extinguished by the neigh- 
boars, On the night of the 11th 
instant another fire broke ont in one 
of the three upper rooms of the shop. 
There were three rooms upstairs, two of 
which were oceupied by different fami- 
lica and the third by the defendants. Al- 
thongh the fire broke ont in the room 
occupied by the defendants, the alarm 
was first given by people in the street. 
Six or seven hoases were destroyed by 
the fire, bat the lower portion of 
defendants’ shop and its contents were 
saved. ‘The contents of the shop 
consisting of ham and eggs, were 
insured for Tis. 700. Witness and 














eighty-four small Chinese hams, five 
or six flitches of bacon and about 
forty eggs. The valae of the hams was 
about one tael each, and the total value 
of the contents was Tis. 120 at the 
fontaide. The neighbours stated that 
defendants’ bu: ss hud been in a bad 
way for some time. 

Corroborative evidence was given by 
several of the defendants’ neighbours 
‘and by native P.C. 321, after which the 
Court decided to inspect the scene of 
the fire that afternoon. 

The defendants were remanded in 
custody until Tuesday morning next. 

THEFT ROM A FIRE. 

Two hawkers were charged with 
having been concerned together in 
stealing seven pieces of cotton prints, 
valued at $10, from the scene of the 
fire at No. 67 Chefoo Road at 8.45 p.m. 
on the 11th instant. 

The charge was proved by Detective-| 
sergeant Bray and the accused were| 















sentenced to twenty-one days’ imprison 
ment each.

A DAIRY-KEEPER SENT TO PRISON. 

A dairy proprietor named Ying Tsu- 
tsung, of the Kong Zang Dairy, was 
charged with adulterating milk with 
water and also with receiving for sale 
milk from unlicensed dairies, 
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Inspector Kilner, of the Municipal 
Health Department, ssid that the 
sample of milk seized was adulterated 
with 28 per cent of added water. The 
accused obisined his milk from two 
unlicensed dairies, his property, situated 
outside the limits of the Settlement. 
‘These dairies had neither drainage nor 
ter supply and were in a most 
insanitary condition. “One of them was 
situated in the midst of about fifty coffins. 

Accused was sentenced to three 
weeks’ imprisonment. 

IMPERSONATING A POLICEMAM. 

An ex-policeman, who had ‘been 
dismissed from the Force about a 
month ago, was charged with falealy 
representing himself to be a plain- 
clothes constable and illegally arresting 
a native complainant on Osnton Road 
on the 12th instant. He was farther 
charged with having attempted to 
extort by threats a quantity of opium 
ashes, valued st $1.20, from a second 

complainant, in East Kashing Road on 
the 12th iastant. 

Accused was convicted and sen- 
tenced to one month's cangue and five 
months’ imprisonment. 

4 CARELESS cooLTE. 

A ricsha coolie was charged by Mr. 
J. A, Chandler with carelessly pulling 
his ricsha along the Bund at noon on 
the 12th instant, thereby colliding with 
‘and damaging complainant’s bicycle to 
the extent of $10. 

Accused was fined $2 and ordered to 
pay $10 compensation to the com- 
plainant. ‘The Court ordered sccused’s 
riesha to be detained until the owner 
paid the compensation. 

THE BANK BURGLARY. 


An unemployed native named Sing 
Zung-ching was charged with burglari- 
ously breaking into and entering the 
premises of Messrs. Meyer & Co., No, 
73 Szechuen Road, on January 3, 1908, 
and stealing therefrom property to the 
value of $80 ; with burglariously 
breaking into the premises of the Sino- 
Belgian Baok on the morning’ of the 
4th instant and stealing therefrom bank- 
notes and coins to the value of $950 ; 
with breaking into and stealing from 
the Deutsch-Asiatische Bank property 
valued at $540 on April 12, 1907; with 
breaking into the Shipping Office of H. 
H.B.M. Consulate-General on July 6, 
1907, and stealing therefrom a dig 
box containing documents ; and wes 
farther charged with having attempted to 
commit suicide by hanging himeolf, when 
confined in cell at the Central Police 
Station at 11 p.m. on the 12th instant. 

‘The accused was arrested under oir- 
‘cumstances related in the issue of the 
“North-Chins Daily News” of the 7th 
‘instant. 

Detective-sergeant Gibson produced 
‘2 large quantity of the stolen property, 
which he said he had recovered in the 
accused's house in Wuchang Road. 

‘The representatives of the com- 

plainants identified the property pro- 
faced and tho compragore of the 
‘Deatsch-Asiatische Bank gave evidence 
was | that accused was formerly “employed by 
the Bank. 

Detective-sergeant Gibson said that 
accused had just been sentenced at the 
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French Mixed Court to one month's 
cangue and six months’ imprisonment, 
on charges preferred by the French 
Police. 

The accused was sentenced to two 
and a half years’ imprisonment and 
expulsion, such sentence to date from 
the expiration of the sentence imposed 
by the French Mixed Coart. 


A HEAD-BOY'S RESPONSIBILITY. 


‘ANo. 1 boy employed at Kale was 
charged with a breach of the garbage! 


regulations. 

‘Mr. Carl Maller, of Messrs. Sulzer, 
Randolph & Co., said that the boys 
employed at Kalee were in the habit of 
throwing garbage over the wall separat- 
ing Kalee from the complainant's pre- 
mises, Witness had previously reported 
the matter to the Health meat. 

Inspector Moran, of the Health 
Department, gave corroborative evi- 
dence, and’ said that the offence had| 
been repeated since the summons was 
served upon the defendant. 

‘The accused said that he was head 
boy at Kalee, but did not live on the: 
premises, ‘The offence was committed 
in his absence. 

A fine of $25 was imposed.

TUE HONAN ROAD FIRE. 


‘The proprietor of the Tuck Dah 
tealeaf hong, No. 171 North Honan 
Road, was charged with having wilfully 
tet fire to his premises on the night of 
the 12th instant, with intent to obtain 
the insurance money thereon. 

Detective-Inspector McDowell having 
outlined the facts of the case, the: 
accused's neighbours gave evidence to 
the following effect. On February 26 
two men engaged a room next to ac- 
On March 1, the two 
room about 4.30 p.n. 
and asked a neighbour to lock the door 
of their room and keep the key until they 
called for it. A short time afterwards 
‘an explosion occurred in the room, and, 
on unlocking and entering the room, 
the neighbour found volames of smoke 
issuing from a box, which was filled 
with paper and rags saturated with 
Kerosene. Amongst the papers were 
tome envelopes addressed ** Tack Dal 
—the name of accused's firm. On the 
night of the 12th instant a fire broke 
out in a room separated from sccused’s| 
shop by a thin partition. A neighbour 
discovered the fire and attempted to 
extinguish it, but it had obtained too 
strong ahold. The accused had been 
seen to leave the premises just before 
the neighbours discovered the fire, and 
he must have known that his shop was 
on fire, but he gave no alarm. The 
contents of the shop were insured for 
Tis. 1,000. 

‘The Court sentenced sccused to five 
years’ imprisonment and complimented 
the Police upon their work in connexion 
with the case,

A FRAUDULENT CONTRACTOR. 

A contractor named Liang Tsz-zen 
was charged with uttering six worthless 
bank orders on the Hung Tah native 
bank, with which he had no account, 
thereby attempting to defraud a native 
complainant of Tis. 2,500, on various 
dates during 1907 and 1908. 

Mr. C. R. Holcomb represented the 
native complainant and Detective-Sub- 
Inspector Fitgibbon prosecutad on 
behalf of the Shanghai Municipal 
Police. 

The evidence showed that the 
accused was ® contractor, iit 
within the Settlement, 
Road, and owning » shipbuilding yard 
outside the Settlement, beyond Mark- 
ham Road Bridge. About « year ago, 
accused agreed to construct for 1 
Hsin Chang, two launches, at « price 
of Tis. 9,500 exclusive of machinery. 
Accused ordered wood from the com- 
plainant—a lumber merchant—and 
‘against the i 
the complainant at first promissory 
notes and afterwards orders on the 
Hung Tah Bank at three days’ sight. 
Complainant presented the orders at the 
Bank, but they were dishonoured and 
he was informed that accused had no 
account there, Complainant saw ac- 
cused about the matter and the latter 
told him it would be all right the 
‘accounts would be met when he received 
payment from Hsin Chang for the boats. 
“lomplainantafterwardssaw Hein Chang. 
who said that he had already paid for the 
boats, On the 17th instant it was 
ascertained that accused had sold his 
furniture and was about to leave Shang- 
hai. Information was wm to the 
police, » charge laid, and'the man was 
arrested. At the police-station he 
admitted that he had received all the 
money due from Hsin Chang with the 
exception of Tis. 200. When examined 
by the Court he qualified this statement 
by stating that there was still Tis. 1,100 
due to him from Hsin Chang. 

After hearing the evidence, the Court 
remanded accused in custody until Fri- 
day next and a summons was ordered 
to be issued for the attendance of Hsin 
Chang at the next hearing. 

MORE MILK FROM UNLICENSED DAIRIES. 

‘A coolie was charged with bringing 
milk into the Settlement for sale, from 
an unlicensed dairy. 

Inspector Hill, of the Health De- 
partment, said that for the last two 
months the accused had been bringing 
milk into the Settlement from an un- 
licensed dairy in the native city and 
supplying it to houses in Weihaiwei 
Road. On analysis, the milk was found] 
to contain 41.1 per cent of added water. 

‘The accused was sentenced to three 
days’ cangue and fourteen days’ im- 
prisonment, and the Magistrate said he 
would communicate with the City au- 
thorities, with a view to having the 
owner of the nolicensed dairy summoned 
to appear. 

EXTORTION BY A CONSTABLE. 

‘A native constable, from Wayside 

Police Station, was charged with ex- 
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torting the sum of thirteen cen's from 
8 ricsha coolie. 

The evidence showed that the ac- 
cused arrested the ricsha coolie for tont- 
ing for hire. On the way to the police- 
station the accused pointed out that if 
taken to the station, the coolie would 
have to pay one dollar, but that accused 
would sccept a bribe and let him go. 
The coolie paid thirteen cents to accused 
‘and was immediately released from 
custody. The coolie afterwards 
ported the matter to a native detectir 

Accused, who had already been dis- 
missed from the Police Force, was 
sentenced to a fortnight’s cangue and 
two and a half months’ imprisonment.

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0-DAY'S MEETING. 


March 20. 

Once in the Parliament of 
Shanghai “Folds brief session and 
the best opportunity available at 
any time in the year for an expres- 
sion of public opinion on Municipal 
matters is afforded this afternoon 
to Ratepayers. Owing to the 
‘unfortunate omission on the part of 
the Secretariat to issue the Financial 
Statement ten days before the date 
fixed for the Annual Meeting, in 
accordance with a clanse in the 
Land Regulations, some uncertainty 
would seem to prevail regarding 
the “validity” of to-day’s meeting 
and of any Resolutions that may 
be passed by it. We believe, 
however, that there is no need for 
auy anxiety on this point; the 
mistake, regrettable as it is, may 
be regarded as a technical one, 
not of sufficient importance to 
invalidate in the eyes of any 
Court an Annual Meeting. 
Doubtless, there will be a statement 
made on the subject, which will go 
far to remove any misgivings that 
may yet lurk in the public mind. 
It ‘will still be open to any Rate- 
payer to move the adjournment of 
the meeting until next week, if he 
supposes that in so doing he will 
be promoting the interests of the 
community. The majority of 
Ratepayers, however, will probably 
be of opinion that they are already 
in possession of as many facts 
culled from the Report issued so 
fow days ago as they are accustom- 
ed to glean during the year that the 
publication remains in a prominent 
position on their bookshelves. In 
the event, therefore, of a motion 
for adjournment being put and 
being defeated, the Meeting will 
find itself well furnished with 
material for an interesting and, we 
may hope, profitable debate. 

To judge by the most recent 
indications, the matter that is 
nearest to Ratepayers’ hearts is the 
nestion of finance and especially 
the pro to raise the rate of 
taxation. On -this subject it is de- 
sirable that there should be the 
fullest discussion, for only by such 
means can the misunderstanding that 





surrounds the expenditure of most! 
administrations be dissipated. A 
striking example of this feature has 
been afforded by the experience of 
the Liberal Cabinet at Home. It 
is safo to say that during their long 
period of exclusion from office the 
Liberals made more consistent use 
of the alleged extravagance of the 
Government in power than of any 
other loophole in their assaults 
upon the Ministerial stronghold. 
Entrusted with the reins of ad- 
ministration, however, they find 
themselves ‘not only’. unable to 
effect any striking reduction in the 
national expenditure, but are even 
pledged by their party programme 
to incur far heavier obligations 
than would ever have been under- 
taken by a Unionist Cabinet. I 
the sume way in Shanghai 
easy to refer to times of depression, 
to quote reduction in private ex- 
penditure and to be led away by’ 
the belief that the municipal oat- 
lay should reflect the oscillations of 
the individual speculator’s financial 
position. The comparison, however, 
does not hold good. Those who 
are responsible for the government 
of a community such as ours must 
look beyond ‘the fluctuations of 
markets and decide whéther there 
is reasonable ground for regarding 
the future of the port as assured or 
otherwise, If assured, then a 
broad-minded policy must be 
adopted, certainly within the 
Sottlement’s recognized capacity, 
but not inspired by short-sighted 
nervousness owing to a temporary 
depression. It is impossible to look 
round Shanghai without being 
struck with the number of instances 
where we have outgrown the pro- 
vision that sufficed in former years. 
First reflexions may well prove! 
uncomfortable, but a sturdy hope 
in the future of the Settlement 
brings consolation. At the same 
time the strictest attention must) 
needs be paid to each heading of 
expenditure, for in many directions 
can money saved be well spent. 
For this reason we advocate the 
inclusion in future Financial State- 
ments of comparative figures for 
every item, in order that readers 
of the Annval Report may follow 








at a glance the movements of 
municipal expenditure. 

The re-appearance of a resolu- 
tion for the admission of the foreign 
Press to Council Meetin, argues 
that another strenuous cfort is to ” 
be made to graft the principles 
involved in general catchwords on 
to the peculiar circumstances of 
our local government. Publicity 
is a recognized element in the 
administration of public affairs, but 
a reservation has to be made in 
regard to the deliberations of an 
executive body, where so many 
complex issues are brought into 
play, as in Shanghai. The wording 
of the Resolution admits this 
difficulty and defeats its ostensible 
object by acknowledging that the 
Council must decide what matters 
can or can not be made public. 
As far as Ratepayers are concerned 
the admission of the Press to 
Council meetings would result in 
very little more general knowled, 
of its deliberations than might 
attained under the present arrange- 
ments. On the otber hand a system 
would be introduced that would be 
almost certain to exercise an in- 
jurious influence upon thi ini 
stration of this Settlement. 
believe that our amateur form of 
government is the best in the cir- 
cumstances, but a blow would at 
‘once be struck at it by imposin, 
hard and fast atta es, 
of procedure upon our legislators. 
Their work would be doubled and 
the position could no longer be 
filled by the class of men who are 
now willing to undertake jt. We are 
of opinion, however, that the at~ 
tempt already being made to render 
the Municipal Minutes more 
readable is still capable of 
extension and that in time “The 
Municipal Gazette” can be made

Before the Meeting can 
reach this subject it will be called 
upon to dispose of the Opium 
Resolution, and in order that all 
the business of the day may be 
transacted we trust that no time 
will be lost by the introduction of 
irrelevant matter.

THE PRISONS OF CHINA.

prisons in the ci {ter the fashion of 
the new Namhoi building recently rear- 
ranged. He was met, however, with the 
‘sarcastic reply that “'if there were to 
be any large improvements made, it 
8 | seemed to the officials that it would be 
wiser to begin by making # grant to 
rebuild the yaméns as they were ina 
wretched condition.” Most people 
who know the state of the yaméns in 
the south of Chia will agree with this 
suggestion. It may be assumed, there- 
fore, that nothing further will be done . 
in the way of prison reform until 
the general report has been presented 
at Peking.

Several 
weeks before the opening day letters 
bad been sent to the Taotai at Henchou, 
to the Govenror at Changsha and 
to all the officials in Chenchou, to the 
official at Kweiyangchen, and to the 
eminent scholars of Chenchou it 
ing them to be present at the opening 
ceremonies, and to a feast at the close. 
Seroral days before the day set banners. 
lanterns and firecrackers were pre- 
sented in abundance to the resident 
physician and a representative with the 
rank of Chifa sent from the Governor 
of the province and another from the 
Taotai at Henchou with the rank of 
Chibsien were both present and made 








speeches at the opening exercises. 














The waiting room of the hospital was 
crowded with the gentry and officials 
and the medicine room adjoining was 
filled with teachers, the members of the 
church and the scholars from the school, 
The ceremonies began at eleven o'clock. 
Dr. Stephen C. Lewis was chairman of 
the day and songs appropriate to the 
ceeasion were sung, among them “God 
save the Emperor." After a song and 
prayer and a brief word of welcome 
from the chairman the representative of 
the Governor made a speech and ina 
few well-chosen words exhorted the 
local officials and gentry to do all in 
their power to overcome all the pre- 
jdices of those who did not understand 
the reasons for opening such an insti- 
tution. Then followed the Taotai's re- 
presentative who read his message, being: 
chiefly words of praise for an institution 
which had for its only aim to do the 
people good. 

ect, these visiting gnesty came the 
Chenchou official, who explained to. the 
people the nse of the hospital and ex- 
horted them to check the bad feelings 
that areoftencherishod. Following these 
were brief speeches by the Rev. W. T.

THE PRESS ON THE STORSSEL TRIAL. 

In the Russian Press there is no 
voice raised in favour of Sterssel : all 
the newspapers acknowledge that he 
has got what he deserves, and many of 
them would doubtless have added, if 
they dared, that the consolatory phrases 
about Stcssel’s having sustained the 
heroic spirite of the garrison and’having 





had previous military service to his 
credit, were only inserted in order to 
spare the feelings of the Tsar who, it 
will be remembered, presented the hero 
with the highest decoration for valour 
that His Majesty had to bestow, receir- 
ed him with open arms on his return to 
Russia, and (if we are to believe what 
Stenssel’s advocate recently remarked 
in private conversation) sent him 
telegrams which, if produced at the 
trial, (as they could be produced), would 
render condemnation impossible. 

‘What has disgusted Russia most of 
all about this trial is the littleness of i 
It is a mass of littlenesses. Russia is 
quite lost sight of in the conflicts of the 
Stoessel party and the Smirnoff party. 
One estimable, long-bearded man, 
Colonel Versheenin, the civil governor 
Port Arthar, complained bitterly, while 








giving evidence before the Court, 
that Stossel had once failed to 
deliver to him, Versheenin, s carpet 
which the Viceroy bad sent him ass 
present. This is a good example of the 
sort of evidence that the ten most 
potent, grave and reverend seigneurs 
who formed the court, had to listen to. 
‘Then there was that vital question of the 
celebrated cow and of the exact quant- 
ity of loggage which the ex-governor 
hed carried off with him. Not 
Edmund Burke himself had he been 
present as procurator 
reported by Lord Macaulay, could have 
lifted this trial out of the mad of petty 
scandal and private bickerings in which 
it dragged from beginning to end. 

‘Of course there was evidence that any 
eountry might be proud of, evidence 
given iaconieally by bronzed captains or 
‘majors, very many of them maimed, of 
desperate and obstinate resistance uf the 
best and manliest sort; but, on the whole, 
the case was nothing more than ao 
extensive washing of dirty linen, 

‘As the Pochta points out to-day 
(Feb. 21) there can be no doubt that 
Port Arthur was surrendered vefore all 
the means of defence had been exhaust- 
ed, and that, in the defence of that 
fortress, Stoessel not display 
any military talent. The most glaring 
examples of his lack of military 
talent and even of common sense 
were the battle of Dzinjon (May 26, 
1904) and the loss of the vitally im- 
portant hill of Kuinsan which Stossel 
would not fortify and would insist on 
confiding to s single company under 
Captain Lopatin. It was only when 
the Japanese bad taken Kuinsan, which 
they did without the slightest difficulty, 
thet Starssel awoke to the importance 
of the position and, in opposition to 
the advice of the other generals, includ- 
ing General Kondrachenko, determined 
to retake it,—a hopeless attempt which 
cost him many men (July 2). 

‘An interesting question to which 
the court devoted whole sittings but. 
which still remains in the doubt, 
was that of the personal bravery of 
Steessel, Smiroff and Fock and of the 
influence of these leaders on the 
garrison. The witnesses were sharply 
divided on this point into two groups. 
‘Onegroup praised the bravery of Stossel 
and Fook and averred that in spite of 
their roughness, their untimely jokes

and their absard proclamations, they 
succeeded in raising the spirite of the 
troops while Smirnoff was never to be 
seen on the “positions.” The story 
of the other side was vice versa, but 
the evidence showed that Stoessel's 
friends failed to adduce sufficiently 
convincing evidence of hia bravery, while 
some such evidence was produced in 
Smirnoff’s case. 

‘The Pochta thinks that the trial is 
not exhaustive enough, for Storssel was 
not responsible for the unprepared con- 
dition of Port Arthur, nor was he 
responsible for the blunder which left 
it open to doubt whether he or Smirnoff 
was the supreme governor.

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and pay the wages of a bookkeeper, two 
shroffs and two coolies. As he had not 
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done 59, he was only allowed bis own 
salary in the account handed in. 

His Lordship said that it seemed to 
him that the simplest way would be to 
take the accounts in Chambers. 

Mr. Martinson said that on March 8 
he signed a paper on the understanding 
that this action would be withdrawn. 

His Lordship said that if that were 
so he must hear the evidence on that 
point. 

Mr. Martinson said that he intended 
to institute proceedings against plaintiff 
in the Mixed Court for breach of con- 
tract and loss of business. 

His Lordship said that what he had 
better do was first to go into the ques- 
tion of whether there was an agreement 
not to go on with this case, as alleged. 
If there was a binding agreement of 
‘course the case could not be allowed to 
goon. If it turned out that there was 
not a binding agreement he would have 
to find out how the accounts stood, and 
what amount was due, and he would 
probably give defendants time before 
ordering them to pay the money, on 
their finding secarity that the money 
would be paid, so that they could bring 
their action against the plaintiff in the 
Mixed Court, and have whatever claim 
they had against the plaiatiff settled 
there. 


‘Mr, Martinson stated that he desired 
to call Messrs. Moran and F. W. Stewart 
‘a8 witnesses in connexion with the 
agreement to withdraw the case. 

His Lordship granted an adjourn- 
ment until Tuesday at 10 a.m., when 
‘the case would proceed and Mr. Martin 
ton must have his witnesses present. In 
the meantime he suggested that Mr. 
‘Teeedale should consider whether it was 
worth while to ask for more than the 
Tis. 1,430 admitted by defendants.

This was a claim for $9 and Tis. 71 
for goods supplied and services rendered 
in the years 1905 and 1906. 

Mr. J.C. E, Douglas appeared for 
the plaintiffs and Mr. R. A. Frost for 
defendant. 

His Honour rendered the following 
judgement :— 

In this case the plaintiffs sak for 
jadgement against the defendant in the 
sams of $9.00 and Taels 71, the same 
being for goods supplied and services 
rendered during the year 1905 and 
1906. 

The evidence before the Court is as 
follows :—There is produced in Court a 
statement of account which the plaintiffs 
admit and declare to be correct state- 
‘ment of the amounts due the Shanghai 
Horse Bazaar Co., namely, Mex. 9 and 
Tis. 71.00, but which ssid statement of 
account is rendered inthe name of “ M. 
Zimmermann,” instead of “S. Zimmer- 
mann,” the defendant in this action. The 











plaintiffs also state that they have no 
other proof whatsoever that the said 
goods supplied and services rendered 
were for the account of Samuel Zimmer- 
mann, the defendant herein, other than 
the bare scconnt as it appears on the 
Company's books, a correct copy of 
mhich is produced in Court as aforesaid. 
The testimony of the defendant is that 
during the years 1905 and 1906 he did 
not ask for, nor, did he receive either 
goods or services of any nature what- 
soerer from the Shanghai Horse Bazasr 
Co., the plaintiffs in this action ; and! 
that he bad refused to pay the sccount 
preseated by the plaintiffs on the ground 
that he had never received the goods or 
services mentioned in the said account. 
In a letter dated September 17, 1907, 
signed by H. E. Keylock, General 
Manager of the Shanghai Horse Bazaar 
Co,, to Messrs. 8. Zimmermann & Co., 








apology is made for having charged an 
item for repsirs upon s carriage to 8. 
Zimmermann when, as admitted in the 
letter, it should have been charged to 
M. Zimmermann, thas showing that a 
mistake had been made in the sccount- 
ing office of the Horse Bazaar Co. 
in the keeping of the Company's 
accounts. As a general principle the 
books of a business concern, ander 
such circumstances a8 surround 
action, might be taken as prima facie 
evidence of @ customer's debt, bat in 
view of the admitted mistake in the 
keeping of the plaintiffs’ books, as set 
forth abore, and in view of the fact 
that the plaintiffs in this action have 
‘absolutely no evidence to offer in 
support of their contention other 
than the Company's books, 
‘and in view of the further fact that the 
statement of account rendered was not 
inthe name of defendant, but in the 
name of M. Zimmermann, the Court is 
of the opinion that the plaintiffs herein 
have brought suit against the wrong 














man. 

Jadgement, therefore, is giv 
favour of the defendant. 

Mr. Frost ap; for costs. 

His Honour said that the asual costs 
would be allowed. 

Mr. Douglas said that be wished to 
file an affidavit and ask for the case 
to be reheard. The affidavit was as 
follows :-— 

I, John Charles Edward Douglas, 
barrister-at-law, make oath and say as 
follows :—I am counsel acting for the 
plaintiffs in this case. At the hearing 
‘of the evidence in’ this case the defen- 
dant swore that he never owned’a van 
and, therefore, no charges could have 
been incurred in respect of one. I have 
learnt that the testimony of one A. M. 
A. Evans is available to prove that the 
defendant purchased a tin-lined van 
from the Shanghai Ice Company, that 
the said van was left by the defendant 
‘or his agent, Mr. Cohen, with the 
Shanghai Horse Bazaar Company for 
sale at the price of Tls. 75 and that the 
same was subsequently sold to Mr. A. 
M. A. Evans for Tis. 5 on October 
10, 1906. 

Mr. Douglas asked to be allowed to 
put this affidavit in and to file a motion 
Inter.

PIECE-GOODS. 


From Messrs, nuent & Co.'s weekly Report, dated 
Shanghai, March 19, 1908. 


Business is quieter this week; the weakness in 
Manchester bas induced Chinese to lay down supplies 
of certain goods of which stocks are running short, 
but there is no disposition to operate on a large scale; 
prices here are on so low a basis that the 
decline on the other side does not leave any very 
tempting margins, even in cases where _ stocks 
are reduced to almost vanishing point, whilst for 
many important classes our level of values is a long 
way below replacing cost. As manufacturers are said to 
be working at a loss there does not seem to be much 
room for further important reductions, ualesa there 
thould be « further fall in cotton. Apparently, with 
the great incresse in spindles and looms all over the’ 
world, the supply of cotton this season is likely to prove 
inadequate; under these circumstances it is not im- 
probable that curtailment of production will be extended, 
until the Esstern markets have had time to absorb the 
accumulations of stock which atill hang over them. 


Chinese reports from the North are not very 
satisfactory as regards liquidation of old outstandings, 
but deliveries of goods are said to be going on fairly 
well at Tientsin on a cash basis ; buyers are endeavour- 
ing to lower prices, but so far without mach success ; 
deliveries from here to date are considerably short of 








the normal quantity in several important staples like 
‘Amertcan goods, and as there are practically no supplies! 
of standard forward either for this market
